Fortunately enough the town did not experience any 
fatalities for 1966, however many accidents were added to 
the Police Department files, seventy-one of which were in 
excess of $200.00 or personal injuries had been sustained. 
There were also many other accidents that required investi- 
gation but did not come within this category. 


The department also has in its files, forty-nine sum- 
mons and arrests. The larger number of these arrests would 
come under the motor vehicle heading. 


There were seventy-four ambulance cases handled by 
the Police Department and over thirty-five hundred tele- 
phone calls-were received for 1966. 


A very large percentage of law enforcement budgets 
are, and must be channeled into the training of police 
officers.

Report of the Social Worker

Gentlemen: 


’ I hereby submit my report as Director of Public Welfare 
for the Town of Oak Bluffs for the year 1966. 


A total of fourteen (14) applications were received 
and processed during the year with two hundred ninety nine 
(299) visits made and recorded as required under these 
categories of assistance. 


The year 1966 brought many changes to nthe welfare 
programs. The long awaited Medicare program became 
effective July 1, 1966. This program was made available to 
persons 65 years of age and over upon application. This 
censisted of two parts, Part A Hospital Insurance which 
nrovides for certain hospital care and Part B Supplementary 
Insurance (SMI) which provides for additional medical 
care other than hospitalization. Close cooperation at all times 
between the Social Security Administration and the Board of 
Public Welfare assured all recipients of coverage under both 
plans. 


Effective September 1, 1966 Title XIX of the Social 
Security Administration provided a new procram of Med- 
‘cal Assistance (MA) sometimes called Medicaid. This re- 
nlaced the Medical Assistance for the Aced procram and 
neovides medical assistance to certain persons in addition to 
the aced. With the inauguration of this new program the 
OAA. DA. and AFDC prooram provides for the mainten- 
ance nf racinients. whereas the MA program provides for 
their medical needs. Therefore MA becomes a sinole and 
cenarate category and replaces the several provisions for 
medical care in the nroorams of OAA. MAA. AFDC and 
DA. This resulted in the transfer of thirteen (13) Old Ace 


Assistance recipients to the category of Medical Assistance. 
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One of the 1966 amendments to the Social Security 
act made OASI benefits available on and after October 1, 
1966 to certain uninsured individuals age 72 and over. 
These benefits are referred to as “Special Age-72 Benefits’. 
The OASI monthly benefit amount for such beneficiaries 
has been set at $35.00 for an individual. In case both a hus- 
band and wife are entitled to benefits for the same month, 
the benefit to the husband will be $35.00 and to the wife 
$17.50. Since OASI benefits are paid in the arrears indi- 


vidual payments were made on or about November 3, 1966. 


Effective April 1, 1966 assistance grants were revised 
resulting in an increase to most recipients in accordance to 
their present living arrangements. 


Recoveries under the lien law Chapter 801 of the Acts 
of 1951 for Old Age Assistance totaled $6,550.65. This 
amount will be reduced by the State Department of Public 
Welfare as their share of these recoveries and also legal 


fees. The sum-of $100.00 was recovered under the ceo 
of General Relief. 7 


Public welfare agencies are concerned with the special 
problems of families and children who have difficulty main- 
taining an adequate family life. Improved social services 
are given to strengthen family life, safeguarding of children 
and protection of the aged and disabled.

Dear Mrs. Bergeron: 


I hereby submit the school report for the year ending 
December, 1966. 


The encouragement and direction of pupils in the 
development of skills and the acquisition of knowledge con- 
tinues to be the central purpose of our educational program. 
Since our program must serve all youth—the gifted, the 
average and the less academically talented, we must contin- 
ually redefine our goals and seek solutions to bring about 
improvements in our instructional program, provide for the 
individual differences of students, and motivate pupils to 
put forth greater effort to realize their potential. 


We are seeking ways to improve the effectiveness of 
our program by evaluating our learning materials and by 
reviewing our teaching methods and procedures. We shall 
recommend the adoption of curricular materials which will 
emphasize self-discovery rather than rote memorization. Our 
goal for all pupils is the development of an inquiring mind 
not just a filled mind. We shall carefully scrutinize our 
criteria for evaluating pupil progress and focus our attention 
upon valid identification and measurement of growth of 
all pupils and the assessment of the barriers that hinder the 
full development of their potential. 


In the year ahead our administrators will give high 
priority to a school organization that will promote the goal 
of continuous progress for each individual child. We will 
search to formulate a philosophy that is based on the needs 
of individuals and look at the implications. We must be sure 
that we know what our philosophy means and why we want 
it. Then we can decide the kinds of grouping practices we 
need to adopt in order to be consistent with the concept of 
continuous growth. 
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The reports of the Principals which follow are indi- 
cative of some of the accomplishments and proposed goals 
of our schools. 


I wish to express my sincere appreciation to the School 
Committee, our new Assistant Superintendent, the Princi- 
pals, and to both the teaching and non-teaching personnel 
for their cooperation and assistance in developing the educa- 
tional opportunities of our youth.

Report of the High School Principal 


Mr. Charles E. Downs 
Superintendent of Schools 
Oak Bluffs, Massachusetts 


Dear Mr. Downs: 


Perhaps the outstanding accomplishment of the past 
calendar year is the progress made in extending the school 
day from seven to eight periods. This extension has not only 
given our master schedule greater flexibility by eliminating 
student conflicts and providing students with a greater choice 
of electives, but it has made possible the scheduling of de- 
partmental staff meetings on a daily basis, provided double- 
petiods for laboratory sciences and provided a fulltime 
vocal, instrumental and music theory program. 


The services of Dr. George C. Matthiessen are con- 
spicuous by their absence and his scientific influence, guid- 
ance, and instruction in marine science is an irreplaceable 
loss. 


We have again, this year, enlisted the services of Dr. 
Robert Nevin, whose Friday afternoon lectures to our ad- 
vanced biology students are becoming hallmarks of instruc- 
tion. Also supplementing our curriculum is the social studies 
seminar which meets weekly on Saturday mornings and is 
directed by Mrs. LeRoy Erickson. New to the educational 
scene this year is Mr. William Stevens, author of The 
Peddler, who is instructing selected juniors and seniors twice 
weekly in a course entitled ‘‘creative writing.” 


The adult education enrollment shows approximately 
150 adult students enrolled in eight classes involving seven 
subjects: 


Painting for Beginners Mr. Harry Cummins 
Painting for Beginners Mrs. Sonya Heywood 
Cooking is Fun Mrs. George Levene 
The English Novel Mr. Donald A. Roberts 
Bridge Mr. Lawrence Levine 
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Law and the Layman Mr. Marvin Taylor 

Gardening Mr. Nelson Coons 

Staff meetings this year have centered around the phil- 
osophy and administration of the nongraded secondary 
school which justifiably advocates the abolishment of any 
and all grade levels and forces a complete re-evaluation of 
what one is trying to accomplish in the “educational enter- 
prise. 


In November, the high school staff participated in a 
2-day institute entitled ‘Structuring the Small Secondary 
School for Nongradedness.”’ 


Since that time the staff has been tabulating statistical 
data for a first-hand view of the implications of nongraded- 
ness at our local high school level. If statistics have indicated 
anything, it can be generally stated that the present ‘‘Pro- 
crustean” system of grouping students according to their 
“Year,” is, at best, an archaic convenience to be abolished 
and, ayaa replaced by something new, challenging. 


and full of promise—a ‘‘multiphased ae alah 


In the present “graded” school, the eager student, 
pressed against the system, has found himself stifled by the 
requirements of his grade. Soon he regulates his thrust to 
suit the system. What often results is boredom for the swift, 
bewilderment for the slow, and a general surrender of intel- 
lectual aspiration to what teacher wants. 


In the “‘multiphased” school, courses have been reor- 
ganized into a system of “‘phases” that reflect not the grade 
in which they are taught, but the student’s ability to grasp 
the subject and his willingness to throw his weight into the 
task. It is this autonomous spirit that most characteristically 
reflects the student’s reaction to the responsibility the school 
can provide in allowing him to progress at his own pace. It 
is this alertness to individuality which makes the nongraded 
enterprise the most effective educational innovation to come 
down the pike since Horace Mann introduced the Prussian 
graded school system to Quincy, Massachusetts, back in the 
mid-eighteen hundreds. 


A vivid glimpse of the future leaves little room for 
doubt as to the direction our national and local: educational 
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establishments will take. Innovation begins at the local level. 
This means that by the late sixties or early seventies we 
should welcome the abolishment of a graded school system 
which began in 1537 as a solution to the grouping problems 
of the 16th century, and which has cursed education ever 
since. 


During the interim, however, it’s business—as usual— 
and herewithin are the high school’s department chairmen: 


Mr. Daniel McCarthy, Mathematics Department Chair- 
man, reports, ‘“The mathematics department has updated 
all college preparatory mathematics courses so that the 
modern version is being taught at all levels and in all 
grades. In the noncollege mathematics area students have 
been grouped so as to strengthen basic concepts and give 
them the type of math they will come in contact with in 
later life.” 


Mr. Weissberg, Foreign Languages Department Chair- 
man, reports, ““A more coordinated foreign language de- 
partment has resulted through the scheduling of biweekly 
meetings instituted this year for staff members teaching 
foreign languages. A series of departmental workshops has 
been inaugurated, based on films illustrating the most recent 
language teaching techniques. More extensive use of audio- 
visual materials for reinforcement of language learning is 
being utilized, and team-teaching principles are generally 
be’ng instituted. The staff continues to stimulate general 
cultural and academic interest in the study of foreign peoples 
and their languages through departmental projects which 
include the drama and a visit to the Boston Museum of Fine 


Arts.”’ 


Mr. Samuel DeFeo, Science Department Chairman, 
reports, “Professor John A. Timm of Simmons College will 
be giving talks to both students and teachers as part of the 
Visiting Scientist Program sponsored by the National Sci- 
ence Foundation. A new textbook, published in 1966, has 
been introduced to the advanced placement chemistry class, 
and a special assembly program was held for all students 


and presented by N. A. S. A.” 
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Mr. Thomas Mills, supervisor of our high school music 
program, reports, ““The high points of the present year will 
be a concert featuring both the choral and instrumental 
groups. An exchange concert was held in affiliation with 
Nauset Regional High School. Beginning this fall a new and 
more extensive music program was instituted. Besides chorus 
and orchestra special days have been set aside for band and 
private lessons on a five-day per week basis. Besides the 
regular concerts and an exchange of choruses with Lawrence 
High School of Falmouth, we have instituted a program of 
small concerts to be given periodically during the year at the 
grade schools and the local hospital.” 


Mr. Eugene Baer, supervisor of arts and crafts, reports, 
“High school des continue to demonstrate a high de- 
gree of sensitivity, inventive capability, and creative achieve- 
ment. Bae amount of work accomplished, the quality of 
the work obtained, and the enthusiasm displayed, demon- 
strates the real and vital function that art plays in the en- 
richment of the school curriculum.” 


Mr. Joseph B. Robichau, English Department Chair- 
man, reports, ““A new unit on the newspaper was introduced 
and taught. The New Bedford Standard Times provided 
assistance by supplying text material and a lecturer for 
large group instruction. 


“A unit in Excellence in English was conducted for 
the members of the junior and senior college preparatory 
classes. English usage, composition and oral presentations 
were included. 


“Following a meeting with the Island clergy and an 
examination of existing practices and literature a course in 
The Bible as Literature was started allowing the students to 
become acquainted with this often neglected material and to 
provide a better background for the understanding of general 
literature. 


‘Two members of the staff are supervising a school 
newspaper, which is to be presented regularly in the columns 
of the Vineyard Gazette. 


“An article published in the Massachusetts Teacher, a 
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publication of the Massachusetts Teachers Association, fea- 
tured the department’s use of local resources in its work. 
Poetry classes made use of Island authors’ works by using 
Martha’s Vineyard, a collection of Island poetry.” 


Miss Barbara Lassen, Business Education Department 
Chairman, reports, “The business education department in 
this era of automation has been in the process of up-grading 
its facilities to enable students to more ably compete in and 
to have even greater success in the business world. In this 
regard the office machines room has been equipped with all 
electric typewriters—one of which can be converted into 
training for key punch. Plans have been formulated to begin 
a system of trading in and replacing existing office machines. 


“Seniors in the business education department during 
the months of April and May participated profitably in the 
work-experience program, which was possible through the 
cooperation of local businessmen.” 


Mr. Bruce Littlefield, Social Studies Department Chair- 
man, reports, “In the social studies department the first 
innovation this year was the institution of an independent 
study program. This was started by Mr. Edward Thomas 
in World Geography, and Mr. Floyd Hayden in American 
History. This program allows the student an in-depth study 
of areas in this subject, but still holding him to meet the 
requirements of the classroom. 


“In the next academic year, we are introducing Econ- 
omics into the curriculum. 


“In American Government, the students have been 
conducting mock courtroom trials, elections, and political 
conventions. This has been instituted to give the student a 
better working knowledge of government.” 


Mrs. Philip Drew, Home Economics Department 
Chairman, reports, “It was interesting to note, at the non- 
g-aded school institute, that many of the instructional meth- 
ods and materials which were recommended are already a 
working part of the home economics program. 


“Our objective has always been to allow each student 
to progress independently at her own rate and level of 
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ability. We continue to use the many free films, booklets, 
and kits provided by the manufacturers and distributors of 
foods, textiles, and other household goods. 


“The work-experience program is not only an advant- 
ageous, but a keenly anticipated part of the senior year.” 


Mr. Gerald Paradis, Industrial Arts Department Chair- 
man, reports, “With only one instructor this year it has 
been necessary to make several changes. It was necessary to 
eliminate technical drawing for students other than those 
enrolled in industrial arts. It is hoped that this will not be 
necessary next year since technical drawing, especially blue- 
print reading, is a very important phase of employment 
readiness. 


“The work-experience program is offered on a volun- 
tary basis for juniors and seniors for one full semester. We 
are grateful to local businessmen for their participation. 


“Through the courtesy of our local Volks Wagon 
agency we have acquired a new Volks Wagon engine, trans- 
mission and tools to supplement our automotive course.” 


Mrs. Cyrus Norton, librarian, reports, ‘The library 
maintains an important place in the educational program. 
Student participation is high as the library is available for 
use by individual students and classroom groups. The daily 
average attendance was 134. This year’s circulation is the 
highest, 6,027 volumes which includes 1,268 periodicals. 
We have accessioned 5,050 volumes. There are 4,562 in the 
stacks of which 355 were added this year.”’ 


Miss Patricia Brown, School Nurse, reports, ‘Routine 
physical examinations for all members of grades ten and 
twelve as well as all boys and girls participating in inter- 
scholastic athletics were administered by school physician, 


Dr. Robert Nevin. 


All students in grades 9-12 inclusive, were administered 
vision and hearing examinations. Referrals were forwarded 
to parents where necessary. The Tine Tuberculin Test was 
offered to the sophomore class with ninety students receiving 
this test.” 
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Mr. John Ahern, guidance counselor, reports, ‘The 
guidance department continues to function on a fulltime 
basis working in cooperation with the students, faculty, 
parents, and the community in general. Counseling con- 
tinues to be the most important component of the guidance 
function. 


‘There has been a tremendous increase in the demands 
of the secretary’s time, as well as the counselor’s, for prepar- 
ing high school transcripts. During the year 1966 the total 
came to a record breaking 247 transcripts sent to colleges 
and businesses. 


“The guidance office has been in the process of doing a 
follow-up study of all the graduating classes of the Regional 
High School. Many significant factors have been brought 
forth from this study. However, of great importance is the 
following chart listing the percentage of students who are 
attending post-secondary schools. This is listed by classes:

“The Class of 1966 has again increased the total 
scholarship assistance for a graduating class. They received a 
total of $18,300 in scholarship assistance with approximately 
two-thirds of this money derived from local sources. This is 
certainly a tribute to our community and sincere thanks are 
in order for all who worked so hard to raise this money. 


“Four of the graduates of the Class of 1966 who are 
now attending Bates College, Antioch College, University of 
Massachusetts, and Simmons College have received advanced 
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standing in a total of nine different classes at these various 


schools.” 


Mr. Francis Pachico, Director of Physical Education 
and Athletics, reports, ‘The athletic program at the Regional 
has been increased by the formation of the Cape and Vine- 
yard Athletic Conference in conjunction with the Cape and 
Vineyard Principals’ Association. The girls’ teams are in 
league competition in field hockey, basketball and softball. 
The boys’ teams are in league competition in only basketball 
and cross country at the present time. 


“Our physical education program is still geared toward 
individual physical fitness. The girls are using the Canadian 
airforce fitness tests and the boys are using the U. S. Marine 
Corps Tests. In addition to the tests we are again offering a 
varied program which includes fundamentals and participa- 
tion in field hockey, football, soccer, basketball, volleyball, 
apparatus, track and field, and softball. 


“We would again like to take this opportunity to thank 
the townspeople for their support of our athletic programs 
and hope we will have this outstanding cooperation for the 
coming year.” 


As principal of the Martha’s Vineyard Regional High 
School I wish to express my sincere thanks to you, as super- 
intendent of school, to Mr. Harry Ryder, assistant superin- 
tendent, and to the Regional High School District Com- 
mittee for your leadership and extraordinary interest in 
furthering the quality and quanity of education on Martha’s 
Vineyard and to the high school staff for their co-operation 
and suggestions throughout the school year; all of which 
have been and continue to be in the best academic interest.

Dear Mr. Downs: 


Any school system attempting to do its job well is 
concerned with at least three broad areas. These are its 
academic curriculum, the morale and guidance of its student 
body, and the finesse and dedication of its teachers. 


Tremendous strides are being accomplished in develop- 
ing further our reading program. Fortunately we already 
have a firm foundation on which to build. Our science, 
mathematics, and social studies areas are being examined 
and re-evaluated with great care. The principals of the island 
schools with the help of the assistant superintendent and 
the superintendent have been and are meeting regularly each 
week to set up programs in each area, so that there will be a 
conformity and a set of exacting objectives to be achieved. 
Our junior high program has been strengthened with the ad- 
dition of an extra teacher.

Beginning last spring and continuing this fall the student 
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body carried out a beautification of our grounds with tre- 
mendous enthusiasm. Their overall concern with the school 
is admirable and we are proud of them. 


The Oak Bluffs School is most fortunate in having 
teachers who are thoroughly competent and professional. 
They are devoted to the care and guidance of the children. 
They seek professional improvement by constant study, en- 
abling them to improve their techniques and to be aware 
of the latest developments in the field of education. Teach- 
ing is an art which transcends science.

Report of Special Town Meeting, 
May 138, 1967 


Pursuant to the foregoing warrant, the meeting was called to order at 
7:30 p.m., the prescribed time, by the Moderator, Benjamin F. Morton. 
Raymond F. Billings the Constable, reported to the Moderator that there 
were forty-six (46) voters present, a quorum of thirty-five (35) voters being 
required to transact business. It was voted to dispense with the reading 
of the warrant. 


The following business was transacted: 


ARTICLE 1. Voted: To accept the Provisions of 22D of Chapter 40, of 
the General Laws, as amended: ‘Section D. — TOWING AWAY OF 
VEHICLES ILLEGALLY PARKED OR STAND ON PUBLIC WAYS. In a 
city or town which accepts this section, as hereinafter provided, the city 
council or board of selectmen, or if, in any city or town, some other board 
cr commission is empowered to establish traffic regulations, such other 
board or commission, may adopt, amend, alter or repeal rules and regula- 
tions, with such limitations, if any, as may be deemed proper, authorizing 
the chief officer of the police department or such sergeants or other officers 
cf higher rank in the police department as he may from time to time 
designate, to remove, to some convenient place through the agency of a 
person. or persons in the employ of the police department or by an inde- 
pendent contractor selected in accordance with the law, by-law or ordinance, 
on the basis of competitive bids, any vehicle parked or standing on any 
part of any way under the control of the municipality in such a manner as 
to impede in any way the removal or plowing of snow or ice or in violation 
of any. rule or regulation which prohibits the parking or standing of such 
vehicles on such ways or portions thereof at such time and recites that 
whoever viclated it shall be liable to charges for the removal and storage 
of the vehicle as well as subject to punishment by fine. Vehicles owned by 
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the commonwealth or a political subdivision thereof or-by the United States 
or any instrumentality thereof or registered by a member of a foreign 
diplomatic corps or by a foreign consular officer who is not a citizen of 
the United States and bearing a distinctive number plate or otherwise 
conspicuously marked as so owned or registered, shall not, however, be 
subject to such removal. Regulations and such signs as may be necessary 
shall be subject to the provisions of section two of chapter eighty-five. 
Liability may be imposed for the reasonable cost of such removal, and for 
the storage charges, if any, resulting therefrom, upon the owner of such 
vehicle; provided, however, that the liability so imposed for removal shall 
not exceed eight dollars, and that the liability imposed for storage shall 
not exceed one dollar and fifty cents for any twenty-four hour period and 
one dollar for any lesser period. Neither the removal nor storage of a 
vehicle under the provisions of this section shall be deems to be services 
rendered or work performed by the municipality or the police department 
of such municipality. The contractor shall be liable to the owner of such 
vehicle for any damage caused to it arising out of negligence in the course 
of such removal and storage. This: section shall take effect in a city having 
a Plan D or Plan E charter by the affirmative vote of a majority of all 
members of the city council, and in the case of other cities by vote of the 
city council, subject to the provisions of the charter, and in a town by vote 
of a town meeting. Acceptance may be revoked in like manner at any time 
after the expiration of one year from the date of acceptance.”’

Gentlemen: 


As Chief of Police of the Town of Oak Bluffs, I hereby 
submit my annual report for the Police Department. Once 
again, I am happy to report the fact that Oak Bluffs did not 
experience any traffic fatalities during the past year. The 
Officers within the Department were, however, kept busy 
investigating many accidents, and we have recorded sixty-seven 
(67) that had to be filed with the Registry of Motor Vehicles, 
where there were injured persons or the total damage exceeded 
two hundred dollars. Many other accidents requiring investiga- 
tion did not come under this heading. The Police Department 
also has in its files fifty-six (56) summons and arrests, and a 
total of sixty-four (64) persons who were transported to the 
Martha’s Vineyard Hospital in the Police Cruiser-Ambulance. 


The Police Department now has an established routine of 
checking the summer homes in Oak Bluffs. In addition to our 
periodic checks, a thorough monthly inspection is made of 
every closed home in town. We also have a complete list of 
all the property owners and their permanent addresses. Inspec- 
tion slips are being left at all these homes with instructions 
to fill them out with the name and address of the caretaker and 
return to the Police Department to be recorded. 


I feel that the quality of service that can be offered to the 
individuals and the Community is in direct ratio to the amount

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Report of the Dukes County 
Rat Control Program 


Selectmen of the Town of Oak Bluffs: 


When the Dukes County Rat Control Program started in 
about 1944 through the efforts of the late Mrs. Wilfrid White, 
we first used very powerful poisons. Here are a few examples 
oi the conditions that existed then. 


In the storage department of a grocery store one night’s 
baiting killed over two dozen rats and we carted away a truck 
load of damaged and contaminated food. At one town dump 
after one baiting we collected several bushels of dead rats. At 
another town dump we put out 100 pounds of poisoned meat and 
the rats ate it all before morning and there were several bushels 
of dead rats lying about. 


Since then the town have done a very gratifying job of 
laying out and caring for their dumps according to instructions 
given us by government authorities and now it is a rare thing to 
see a rat or a trace of a rat on any of the dumps. 


We cooperate by frequent visits to the dumps using modern 
type poisons which, carefully used, rarely affect anything but 
rats or mice. The same expert procedure is used in stores, 
houses and barns or where-ever traces or rats are found. 


Government authorities tell us that nowhere in the country 
are rats more successfully controlled than on Martha’s Vine- 
yard. This situation will continue if all citizens will call 
Louis Greene at 693-9457 IMMEDIATELY at the first sign 


of a rat.

I hereby submit my annual report of the Welfare Depart- 
ment for the year ending December 31, 1967:

During the year 1967 Medical Assistance informational 
pamphlets describing in some detail the eligibility requirements 
and services of the program were distributed through the 
cooperation of community action agencies. The purpose of the 
pamphlet was to familiarize each resident with the provisions 
of the Medical Assistance program, and to contact those 
families or individhals who could be considered potentially 
eligible. 


Revision of the Medical Care Plan during the year, resulted 
in an increase for all providers of medical services including 
hospitals. Effective January 1, 1967 the rate at the Vineyard 
Haven Nursing Home was increased from $7.86 to $8.19 per day. 


The amount of $60,061.32 was expended for Medical care 
during the year with the Federal and State participating. 


Lack of extended care facilities and insufficient nursing 
home accomodations here on Martha’s Vineyard, have resulted 
in the transfer of numerous recipients to off island facilities. 
We look forward to a solution of these problems in the 
near future. 


Effective January 1, 1968, 10% monthly of all Medical 
Assistance cases are subject to validation process with cooper- 
ation of the recipient. Objectives of this process are to: 
(1) assure that medical vendor payments are being made in 
behalf of eligible persons only, (2) determine whether additional 
medical and social services can benefit individual recipients, 
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(3) test the effectiveness and clarity of policy, (4) strengthen 
the Medical Assistance Program, and (5) assist in the further 
development of a comprehensive medical care program in the 
Commonwealth, 


Reorganization of the Department of Public Welfare and 
the direct administration of the Public Welfare system program 
by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, becomes effective 
July 1, 1968 as provided by Chapter 658 of the Acts of 1967. 


Effective September 1, 1967, direct payments on AFDC, 
OAA, DA and personal needs under MA were increased in 
accordance with an increase in the cost of living as reported 
by the Division on the Necessaries of Life.

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Report of the School Committee 
To the Citizens of Oak Bluffs: 


The committee believes the Oak Bluffs school system is a 
most commendable one. A staff of devoted teachers are work- 
ing hard and efficiently. Their morale and that of the children 
is worthy of praise and provides an excellent setting for the 
educational process. 


Our faculty meets regularly in designated groups to study 
new ideas in American education and to evaluate them critically. 
One aim is, of course, to distinguish between what is worth- 
while and what is not. Our task, as well as that of the teachers, 
is to revitalize and to incorporate in our school curriculum any 
new aspects that have proven to be beneficial to children and 
to be feasible in accomplishment. 


The Martha’s Vineyard Garden Club has kindly offered to 
beautify further the school grounds with both time and money. 
Miss Virginia Berresford has graciously again lent the school, 
paintings which throughout the year both enhance the appear- 
ance of the school’s interior and help the students to develop 
an appreciation for fine art. These offers are greatly appre- 
ciated. We commend highly the efforts of the custodian, Ralph 
Landers, whose diligence and faithfulness is most praise- 
worthy. 


An immediate concern of major importance to the school 
committee is the development of a suitable playground area 
for the primary grades.

Dear Mr. BenDavid: 


I hereby submit the school report for the year ending 
December, 1967. 


The improvement of the quality of education in our schools 
continues to be our goal. Since the school is an integral part 
of our society, the changes which our society is undergoing are 
reflected in the school. Educators must cope with special 
problems for which solutions are being specifically sought 
through education. 


As adjustments have been made to the demands on teach- 
ers, the make up of the teaching profession has changed. There 
is more specialization. Principals and teachers have a real need 
for more specialized personnel to guide and assist them in our 
educational assessments, The role of teachers of necessity must 
change. As specialization has come into the classroom, teachers 
must work as a team with consultants, supervisors, guidance 
counselors and special teachers. Our assessments can be better 
evaluated and our problems can be better solved by pooling our 
energies, experience and intelligence. With a unified effort we 
will meet the challenges and provide the kind of educational 
program to which the youth of the Island is entitled. 


Last year I reported that our administrators would give 
high priority to a school organization that would promote the 
goal of continuous progress for each individual child. During the 
year, several committees of teachers have been reviewing, 
evaluating and recommending curriculum criteria that will help 
each individual pupil as he passes through his educational ex- 
periences. Our school’s success with a pupil will not be judged 
by where the student stands in his class, but rather by how far 
he has advanced since he entered school. 


The outlook for education is one of well tempered optimism. 
Great opportunities lie ahead. We approach the future with a

feeling of confidence in the ability of our schools to serve our 
Island in ever more challenging ways. 


The reports of the Assistant Superintendent and the Prin- 
cipals which follow are indicative of some of the accomplish- 
ments and proposed goals of our schools. 


I sincerely appreciate the excellent cooperation given to 
me by my administrative staff, the Assistant Superintendent, 
the Principals, teachers and particularly the School Committee 
in carrying out our educational program. Without the support, 
cooperation and dedication of the many individuals who com- 
prise the school system, the fine reputation we enjoy as an 
educational agency would not be possible.

Dear Mr. BenDavid: 


It is difficult in a few sentences to express to you and the 
citizens here on Martha’s Vineyard the excitement and enthu- 
siasm now being seen within the educational community. 


Perhaps as never before there is developing among teachers 
and administrators a feeling of oneness in commitment re- 
garding the present and future of our Island schools. 


This we feel is no coincidence but rather the participation 
and planning of many people. 


All administrative personnel meet together weekly to 
discuss and debate all aspects of our school program. These 
sessions have as their central theme the establishment of a 
philosophy of education best suited for the needs of Island boys 
and girls. Resource people from our classrooms have and will 
continue to be the invited guests of the administrators at these 
meetings, allowing those people in the field to help by giving 
their ideas and opinions. 


While this has been going on teachers representing the 
various Island schools have been meeting regularly in small 
groups to concentrate on particular aspects of the curriculum. 
These meetings have developed to a point of true openness 
where personal expression and exploration of feelings have 
resulted in a foundation for re-evaluation and renewal regard- 
ing present and future programs. 


A concentrated effort also has been made to involve in 
our schools many Island residents to serve as resource people 
in the area of their specialty. We feel very strongly that here 
is a resource of unlimited potential gained from both our retired 
friends and those who have sought out the Island as a place to 
work. Artists, writers, musicians, historians, scientists, teach- 
ers of all kinds, as well as business men and women who have 
talents we need are and will be asked to share their experiences 
and knowledge with us. 
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An underlying objective which we endeavor not to forget 
is that with an effort being made, both organizationally and 
philosophically, to coordinate all school activities, the individual 
personality and creativity of a particular school must not be 
forgotten. With this in mind schools are encouraged to carry 
on projects and experimentation which when proved successful 
can be incorporated in other schools. 

All of our schools have accepted this challenge. 

1. A tutorial program for children with perceptual motor 
disability and the multi-leveled approach to reading in 
Edgartown. 

2. The Educational Development Center now in the plan- 
ning stage at Oak Bluffs. 

3. A case study method of instruction and the independent 
study program now operating in Tisbury. 

4. The team teaching experiment successfully planned and 
being incorporated at the Regional High School. 

5. The Reading Curriculum Committees study of kinder- 
garten and readiness to read. 

6. The program called Operation Fishnet with its $60,000 
worth of mobile laboratory and trained personnel which is 
being paid for completely with Federal Funds (this program 
has been chosen as one of fourteen to be reported on and 
written up by the State Department to be distributed 
nationally). 

The above give evidence of the enthusiastic efforts on the 
part of individual schools to create and innovate. 

With this built-in machinery for self-renewal, our schools 
will be receptive to innovation and change and will be changing 
as a result of the critical thinking of staff and students and 
not the result of the latest bandwagon that might go by. 

Without the cooperation and support of teachers and 
Principals what has taken place would have failed and without 
the leadership of Superintendent Charles E. Downs and you 
the school committee, the horizon would not be a sunrise but 
a sunset. 

For this my sincerest thank you.

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' Report of the High School Principal

Dear Mr. Downs: 


Space prohibits my indulging in the luxury of including in 
my annual town report all the significant accomplishments of 
the past year. I shall, therefore, confine my report to the one 
educational innovation of the utmost significance to our island 
community. 


Accordingly, I am happy to report that the Martha’s Vine- 
yard Regional High School District Committee has enthusias- 
tically endorsed the recommendation of the principal to intro- 
duce team teaching to the Regional High School as of 
September, 1968. 


What Is Team Teaching? 


Any rigid definition of team teaching deserves to be viewed 
with’ concern. Since team teaching is an evolving program in 
which patterns and procedures change from time to time it 
defies a rigid definition. For this reason we prefer the more 
free-wheeling concept of Dean and Witherspoon of the United 
States Office of Education staff, which is as follows: 


“The heart of the concept of team teaching lies not in 
details. of structure and organization ‘but more in the essential] 
spirit of cooperative planning, constant collaboration, close 
unity, unrestrained communication, and sincere sharing. It is 
reflected not in a group of individuals articulating together, 
but.rather in a group which is a single, unified team. Inherent 
in the plan is an increased degree of flexibility for teacher 
responsibility, grouping policies and practices, and size of 
groups, and an invigorating spirit of freedom and opportunity 
to revamp programs to meet the educational needs of children. 
In a sense, it might be said that the proponents of the move- 
ment question administrative and organizational restrictions 
of the past, and hold that school administration exists primarily 
as a service medium, not as a control function.” 
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The above definition cannot begin to tell the whole tale of 
the many variations of team teaching. It does, however, suggest 
that team teaching is an arrangement whereby two or more 
teachers cooperatively plan, instruct and evaluate one or more 
class groups in an appropriate instructional space and given 
length of time, so as to take full advantage of the special 
competencies of the team members. It further suggests student 
erouping for special purposes (large group instruction, small 
eroup instruction, and independent study), flexible scheduling, 
and the use of space and media appropriate to the purpose and 
content of instruction. 


Important Considerations and Decisions 

The incorporation of our accepted team teaching program 
has involved a multitude of considerations. The most important 
of these revolve around the selection of subjects to be included, 
the selection of professional personnel to staff the program, 
and the selection of student participants. These considerations 
are also concerned with the determination of the number of 
teams to be included and whether we should incorporate our 
entire school or choose an empirical approach with a more mod- 
est beginning. Lastly, these are concerned with what available 
areas can be utilized with the knowledge that team teaching 
requires space for large group instruction, small group instruc- 
tion, independent study, and seminars. 


After having decided to proceed with the concepts ot team 
teaching we found that the most important question, of course, 
was what kind of team teaching would best serve our school 
community. The hierachic team offering three teachers in the 
same subject was one consideration. This type of teaching 
team can be likened to a pyramid with the team leader at the 
apex and the master teachers just below and regular teachers 
at the base assisted by interns and aids. Another consideration 
was the synergetic team formed by two more teachers willing 
to cooperate as professional equals within the existing frame- 
work of schedules and space. Here the master teacher concept 
is repudiated and instructional leadership rotates according to 
need. A third consideration was the integrated or intradisciplin- 
ary cubject matter team which is a vertical team venture 
wherein each of three teachers teach a different discipline, all 
of which are common to a large group of students. 
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In terms of our school plant and its available space, our 
staff, and student needs, we chose the integrated, or intra- 
disciplinary team approach involving one teacher each in Eng- 
lish, Algebra. and World Geography. This approach is, in 
essence, a core program involving subjects common to approx- 
imately seventy-five of our incoming freshman class. 


Another decisive step was to begin modestly with a pilot 
program comprising three teacher volunteers dedicated to the 
philosophy of team teaching and eager to test the merits of this 
new project. This spring the principals will conduct an in-service 
program designed to adequately inform the teacher participants 
as to the precise goals and techniques involved in this very 
promising educational venture. 


Student Selection and Placement 


Since our concept of team teaching includes large group 
instruction it is imperative that participating student-groups be 
selected of as nearly homogeneous academic ability and attitude 
as possible. The experiences of preceding years have brought 
us to one inescapable, immutable conclusion: any attempt to 
instruct large groups of students varying widely in academic 
aptitude can do irreparable harm to the students involved. Be- 
cause some students naturally learn more rapidly than others, 
and because each student’s ingestive system is geared differ- 
ently, it follows that learning rate and required repetition 
varies with the individual. To expect all students to profit 
equally from teaching methods designed for the above average 
student is an open invitation to academic disaster for too many 
students. Be it sufficient to say that our groups will be selected 
on the basis of two of the most reliable criteria available: actual 
academic achievement and teacher recommendations. We are 
not disregarding the academic significance of the I.Q., but 
merely relegating it to its proper place on the scales of reli- 
ability and validity. 


The one all important concept to be borne in mind in our 
conception of team teaching is that such a program places its 
emphasis on people first and foremost, rather than on the 
manipulation of equipment, space, and methods. 
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Why Team Teaching? 

The reasons for instituting this innovation. rather than 
continuing with the self-contained classroom practices of the 
past is sitnply to meet the undeniable need of providing more 
attention to the existing spread of individual differences among 
students. There is ample evidence that the rigidity of the 
self-contained classroom setting with its equally rigid curri- 
culum content tends to force students into a common mold. 
The frustrations of students on the one extreme, the boredom 
on the other, and the conformity at the middle are the recog- 
nized results of past sins. 


Our decision to break with tradition is based wholly on the. 
inadequacies of our present cellular system with its sacred 
adherence to established traditional programs and patterns. In 
its place team teaching introduces new instructional methods 
which personalize. and individualize the learning process. 
Although our program wil be a structured one, flexibility in: 
curriculum content, instructional myethods, and degree ~ of 
student participation at three different levels will be the organ-: 
izational keynote. Extensive attention will be given to individ-. 
val challenge through independent study as the basis for an: 
ongoing program that will, hopefully, capture and retain -stu-: 
dent interest in academic achievenient. 


Another of our primary goals in having three teachers 
work intimately with a group of approximately seventy-five 
students for a full academic year is to enable our intradisciplin- 
ary teaching team to get to know each of the students as com- 
pletely as possible. Accordingly, daily team meetings have been 
scheduled to discuss individual students from the points of 
view of at least four people—the three team teachers and the 
guidance counselor. The resulting exchange of information 
should be a most rewarding educational experience. The abun- 
dance of factual material elicited through such an exchange 
should lead to an in-depth understanding of each student. Obvi- 
ously, such an exchange of information cannot help but lead to a) 
greater understanding of the student. 


Flexible Scheduling 


Coupled to all of the above benefits is our decision *9 
retain the eight-period day primarily because it continues to 
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provide a great deal of flexibility in scheduling hoth our team 
sections and our self-contained classroom sections, _ - 


Our scheduling technique herewithin referréd to as the 
basic four-period flexible block will be employed since it offers 
several basic advantages. This scheduling technique provides 
four continuous instructional class periods the first of which 
is called the flexible instructional period. It-also is ideal. for 
large group instruction, providing for homogeneous grouping, 
providing for the availability of three teachers at the same time 
and place, and a large instructional area ready for use at all 
times within the four-period block. Secondly, when desired, 
any one of the four instructional periods can be used effectively 
as a study hall. Unlike the traditional study hall to which teach- 
ers are assigned as proctors on the basis of their availability, 
the team study hall is supervised by the same three teachers to 
which students are assigned for three of their five major 
subjects. These teachers are present to work with the student 
and to assist him as only his subject matter teacher can. 


The basic four-period block also provides a significant 
means of working with small groups since each teacher is free 
to select any student he wishes to work with during the flexible 
instructional period. Furthermore, each of the team teachers is 
free, during the flexible instructional period, to reduce the size 
of his group to one, thus providing the ultimate in individual 
instruction within a high school situation. 


Lastly, and perhaps most important of all, the flexible 
instructional period can be used as a means of independent 
study, allowing students able to profit from such a program to 
be assigned topics for individual research. 


Summary 
Several distinct benefits of team teaching have been intro- 
duced, but the instructional options available to the teaching 
team are multiple, especially since they can be exercised entirely 
independent of our school’s master schedule. 


Team teaching is becoming an integral part of our 
secondary school program not because it represents change 
for sake of change, but rather because it represents a signifi- 
cant and exciting step forward that removes the traditional 
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barriers that previously inhibited constructive curricular growth 
while at the same time offering student and teacher participants 
one of the best learning-teaching opportunities yet devised for 
the public secondary school. 


As the team teaching practices at the Regional High 
School gain momentum, so too more creative and advanced 
scheduling procedures will become necessary. All that is needed 
is to begin. We have begun. 


In closing I wish to extend a sincere and grateful word of 
appreciation to the Martha’s Vineyard Regional High School 
District Committee for their enthusiastic acceptance of our 
academic recommendations and for their constant vigilence in 
seeking to provide an enlightened educational secondary school 
program for the community they serve. A sincere statement of 
appreciation to Mr. Downs, superintendent of schools, and Mr. 
Ryder, assistant superintendent, and the high school staff for 
their encouragement, cooperation, and assistance throughout 
the school year is in order.

Report of the Chief of Police

Gentlemen: 


As Chief of the Police Department for the Town of Oak 
Bluffs, 1 hereby submit my annual report. This is the third year 
in a row that I can happily announce that the past year was not 
marred by any traffic fatalities. Total of accidents did, however, 
increase from the previous year. There were seventy-six (76) 
accidents added to the department files, and in all of these there 
was damage exceeding two hundred ($200.00) dollars or personal 
injury. The people transported to the Martha’s Vineyard Hospital 
in the Police Cruiser-Ambulance also increased in number during 
the year, bringing the total figure to seventy-three (73). 


Having checked over the past department records I find the 
number of arrests and summons for the year of 1968 far exceeds 
any other since the department was originated. A total of one 
hundred forty-four (144) are now on the police records, this 
being eighty-eight (88) more than the year of 1967. On the 
night of Illumination alone we acquired thirty-one (31) of this 
total, and we had the opportunity of testing our newly adopted 
by-laws. 

The Police Department is continuing the monthly check of 
all the closed homes in Oak Bluffs. This is a service that is very 
much appreciated by the home-owners. 


The directory, which we have at the office, listing all owners 
and their care-takers is now approximately 60% complete, and 
it has proved very helpful to the department personnel. 


This year, more than ever before, I find myself greatly 
indebted to the officers in my department for their many long

and tiring hours during the summer months, thus making the 
police department operate in a more efficient and effective man- 
ner. I would like to take this opportunity to thank all the other 
law enforcement agencies and the Board of Selectmen for their 
dedicated help and assistance during the past year.

During the first six months of 1968 the amount of $42,145.54 
was expended for Medical services to both eligible adults and 
children under twenty one years of age. This is a substanital 
increase for the same period of the previous year. 


OASI benefits were increased at least thirteen per cent across 
the board and the minimum monthly benefit was raised from 
$44.00 to $55.00 per month. Special Age 72 benefits were 
increased from $35.00 to $40.00 for single persons. Medicare 
Part B premium payment was increased from $3.00 to $4.00 per 
month effective.April first. 


Chapter 36 of the Acts of 1968 increased the monthly Trans- 
portation Allowance to recipients of O.A.A. to $9.50 and in 
D.A. to $7.00 effective April 1, 1968. Due to these changes, 
budgets were revised and adjusted in accordance with the 
Standards of Assistance. 

Direct Administration of the Public Welfare system by the 
Commonwealth became effective July 1, 1968 as provided by 
Chapter 658 of the Acts of 1967. 

This office is available at all times to assist those in need.

I hereby submit the school report for the year ending 
December, 1968. 


Schools by their very nature are oriented to the future. 
However, each year is built upon the experience of the past and 
each report, to be fully understood, should be viewed in the 
context both of what has happened and what is planned and 
anticipated. 


Some of the priorities about which I have reported in 
previous reports have been finalized and are an integral part of 
our school program. A new reading program is functioning in 
our elementary schools. Team teaching has been successfully 
introduced to the freshman class in the high school. New and 
innovative techniques are being used in our classrooms. The 
expansion of these programs now becomes a priority for this 
year. 


As a school system is a continuity of curriculum and educa- 
tional experiences for pupils, the months and years ahead must 
be a continuum of administrative planning and accomplishment. 
Present practices must be appraised in terms of improved instruc- 
tion and educational opportunity for students. Several com- 
mittees of teachers will continue to review, evaluate and recom- 
mend curriculum criteria that will help each individual pupil to 
attain the educational growth within the range of his abilities.

Dear Mr. BenDavid: 


Each year those of us given the responsibility of adminis- 
tering your schools are asked to carry out a difficult task -- to 
look back over the past year and write a report, make it inter- 
esting, informative and honest, positive but not unrealistic, 
creative but not controversial. 


This is not said to us in so many words but as we sit down 
to the job all of the above pass through our minds. 


Interesting? - Certainly all of us can “talk shop” and become 
zealous in our interest for what we are doing, but it may not be 
of interest to our readers. Hopefully, over the past year the 
school system’s attempt to gather together parents regarding 
various phases of our programming has helped develop an inform- 
ative interest in our schools, and as parents from all towns meet 
and collectively take part in innovation we trust that they can 
get a taste of some of the excitement. 


To be honest is far more difficult. It is not easy to say we 
have failed but certainly in some areas we have. It is difficult to 
admit we don’t have all the answers but we don’t. It is much 
easier to relate that all is well -- the job is done -- but it isn’t. 


We can say however that we are aware that the responsibility 
of educating boys and girls is monumental and that although we 
do not have all the answers we are working at it and working 


hard. 


Administrators, as they meet weekly, are trying to face the 
issues and challenges. Knowing they can’t do it alone, they have 
been calling in local agencies and professionals to aid. The 
solving of problems cannot be done overnight but again we are 
working and working hard. 


It is easy to be positive, for this past year has been a good 
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one. The addition of guidance directors in the elementary schools 
has increased the efficiency of our outreach markedly and the 
impact of their work will be felt for years to come. The success- 
ful introduction of a-new and highly sophisticated reading pro- 
gram as well as the implementation of other new ideas in curricu- 
lum give us much satisfaction. Certainly the initial success of 
team teaching within our high school causes us to be greatly 
encouraged regarding its future expansion. 


The school-sponsored Albert L. Hydeman art exhibit, 
attended by over 1,000 island citizens, is ample proof of the 
school system’s effort to integrate the educational institutions 
and the community. 


In the past two years, over $75,000 in Federal Funds have 
come to the island and have been used in Operation Fishnet. Our 
mobile laboratory and its program have been featured nationally 
as one of 150 outstanding school projects using federal funds. 
We are receiving mail from all over the country asking about our 
program. 

We know we must be creative, for young people today 
demand that our schools become institutions of learning and 
discussion not factories for turning out mindless slaves and robots. 
We hope that what we create will be done in such a way that 
the community will see that although programs may be different 
from the established norm they are meaningful and necessary 
for today’s boys and girls. 


The task, whether it be a yearly report, or a year of | 


educational endeavor has not been simple but with the leader- | 
ship of Mr. Downs, and the enthusiastic backing of our school | 
committee, and the cooperation and support of principals and | 


teachers, it has been great -- just great.

I hereby submit the school report for the year ending 
December, 1968. 


New Challenges 


The final curtain, marking the end of the first decade of the 
regional high school is about to be drawn. But, inevitably, as 
one decade ends, another begins. Although our country’s edu- 
cational, technological, and scientific progress in this ten year’s 
span is indelibly etched in our national archives, it is, under- 
standably, embryonic. We have, as poet Frost wrote, “And 
miles to go.....” 


Explosively, we have come from Sputnik I to Apollo 8-- 
from earth orbits to manned lunar explorations; frontiers but 
dimly viewed a short ten years ago have become crystal clear 
horizons for a truly enlightened generation. George Orwell’s 
world of 1984 is rapidly approaching and preparations must be 
made for all it implies. This is no small order! 


The school superintendents in our geographic region were 
recently asked to predict, for publication, what education in the 
year 2000 A.D. might be all about. Their learned and imaginative 
responses were, to say the least, conservative. Lest we think of 
2000 A.D. as too distant, remember, it’s only thirty-one years 
away. Those of us with the “tin lizzy” education of yesterday, 
relatively speaking, must bear the burden of cost as well as 
provide the impetus for streamlining the educational demands 
of tomorrow. Our present brood of kindergarten pupils will 
graduate from college in 1984. Will this be the year when 
positive eugenics shall have begun to raise man’s I.Q.? When 
parents shall have begun to select the characteristics of their 
children? When bionic computers shall consign human beings 
to a lifetime of leisure? When schools shall have been replaced 
by resource and learning centers projecting programs into the 
home? These are some of the predictions. Preposterous? So 
were the adventures of Buck Rogers! 
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There is little doubt as to the local challenges confronting 
our educational community. Creative imagination coupled with 
a bold but prudent empericism hold the keys that will unlock 
and obviate the directions for change. Directions that will pre- 
pare our youth for those very real horizons of tomorrow. 


New Programs 


Iam happy to report that our team teaching program which 
began as a pilot program last September is progressing very well. 
We shall not only continue with team teaching at the freshman 
level, but shall also include the remaining three grades as of 
September, 1969. 


At this writing a nongraded, team teaching, core program 
for second, third, and fourth year students enrolled in home 
economics and industrial arts is being created and will become 
effective as of the next school year. For too long we have lived 
with the knowledge that when a learner in a conventional learning 
situation makes errors he becomes annoyed and concludes that 
he does not like the subject and/or that the instructor is a poor 
teacher. The learner would be far more logical to conclude that 
he does not like to make errors. For too long we have lived 
with the fact that in conventional teaching, many students suffer 
from a self-fulfilling prophecy of defeat. Defeated by the 
simplest materials, their discouragement grows until they finally 
become antagonistic. This antagonism is simply a defensive 
tactic to protect their crushed egoes. 


Our nongraded program, at long last, has the meaning of 
self-fulfilling a prophecy of success. Desired outcomes are clear 
and predictable. The student will be moving in the direction of 
socially acceptable behavior while gaining knowledge of subject 
matter. The subject matter is of secondary importance. Of 
primary importance is successful living, self-esteem, self-aware- 
ness, and the impulse to self-improvement. 


Mr. Sherman Hoar of the social studies department and 
Mr. Michael Zoll of the science department have been earmarked 
as two of the possible three teachers who will be involved with 
the program. Their enthusiasm for the new approach as well 


as their ability to recognize and understand the psychological |

derivations of student aggression as a concomitant of learning, or 
nonlearning, make them a tremendous asset to the program. 


New Directions 


We are presently studying the advantages and disadvantages 
of vocational education and industrial arts for our noncollege 
students. 


Philosophically, the industrial arts program is geared for 
emphasis on a wide variety of activities out of which has grown 
the concept of the general shop: plastics, graphic arts, textiles, 
woodworking, metal working, leathercrafts, power mechanics, 
ceramics, technical drawing, and the like. All of these are 
intended to give the student a wide range of preparatory expe- 
riences that will lead to later vocational or avocational pursuits. 
The theory being that students with a wide range of experiences 
in industrial processes will adjust to the rapidly changing demands 
of a technological society. The theory of industrial arts pre- 
supposes that the job training of today may be usuable tomorrow 
and that vocational specialization begun too early may be wasted. 


So far as our local industrial arts program is concerned it 
has varied proportionately with the instructor’s areas of compe- 
tency. One instructor may prove exceptionally strong in wood- 
working while another has not experience in that skill what- 
ever. Automotive mechanics may be the forte of one instructor 
while it becomes a taboo area for another. In consequence the 
industrial arts curriculum undergoes perpetual change in order 
to allow the instructor to work in those areas in which he is 
competent. It is understandable why instruction in industrial 
arts fails to attract enrollees, fails to motivate those enrolled, 
and fails to meet established objectives. 


Vocational education, on the other hand, demands special- 
ization and depth preparation. A student enrolled in a carpentry 
course, for example, is not simply amassing his repertoire of 
skills in multiple areas, he is, in fact, becoming a journeyman 
carpenter with a trade and should be ready for industry immedi- 
ately upon graduation from high school. His instructors are 
competent craftsmen from the very industry under study. Where- 
as industrial arts instructors are required to hold a bachelor’s 
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degree to be certified as teachers, vocational education teachers 
can be certified if they have eight current years of experience in 
their field and hold a high school diploma or its equivalent. It 
appears that a local school curriculum that does not keep pace 
with the needs and desires of its students and its community can 


disillusion both. 


A recent survey polling our industrial arts students revealed 
that 90% of the enrollees, if given a preference, would elect 
vocational education, not industrial arts. The reason given for 
this choice can best be summed up in their own words: “‘Be- 
cause I would like to go right to work in my field.” 


Our school and community have always been sincere in 
their desire to meet individual needs and willing to expand 
their view of all vocational obligations which are equally 
honorable and equally valuable. Accordingly, it is our intention 
to make an exhaustive study of the vocational education pro- 
gram and make recommendations commensurate with our 


fin dings ; 
New Horizons 


Perhaps the most excitement engendered in the past year, 
educationally speaking, is the staffs eagerness to close the 
cultural lag that has existed for too many years between 
educational theory and practice. 


For years talented teachers everywhere have recognized the 
ills inherent in education. At long last they have realized, as did 
Sir Winston Churchill, that things do not get better by being left 
alone. Curriculum development of the past has been too pre- 
occupied with programs rather than with purposes, and dis- 
enchantment has illuminated the need for viable new educational 
objectives. A charge of enthusiasm, a sense of commitment, and 
the intellectual capital appropriate to the tasks at hand reveal a 
new star burning where once there was frustrating darkness. 
The next decade, I am sure, will bring challenges unheard of 
before; but with it will come a heretofore untapped academic 
mentality capable of solutions. 


The following statistics have been provided and compiled 
by Mr. John Ahern, Guidance Director, and are intended to give

Another area of progress that is quite evident is that of 
financial assistance to our graduates. This has increased in leaps 
and bounds from the first graduating class to the Class of 1968. 


The first class received approximately $6,500 in financial 
assistance. More than half of the students in the Class of 1968 
who went on to some type of post-secondary school training 
received some financial assistance, the total amount being 
approximately $27,000. 


Mr. Ahern also reports the Guidance Department continues 
to function on a full-time basis working in cooperation with 
students, faculty, parents and the community in general. 
Counselling continues to be the most important component of 
the guidance function, and the demands on the Director’s time 
as well as on the time of his secretary have increased tremen- 
dously. In the area of reproducing high school transcripts, the 
demand has almost doubled in one year. Last year’s total 
transcripts sent to various schools or colleges was 355. The 
needs of the freshmen and sophomores have been receiving less 
and less attention from the counselor in the last few years. The 
principal reason for this is the increased demands on the 
counselor from the junior and senior students in their search for 
a vocation, a college, or even in a search for themselves. It has 
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now become quite apparent that to have a comprehensive 
guidance program at the high school, another counselor will be 


needed. 


In closing I wish to express my continued gratitude and 
appreciation to you, the staff, the regional school committee 
and Mr. Ryder for your continued cooperation and support.

Dear Mr. Downs: 


Quoting from last year’s report: ‘““The most important task 
facing us in our schools is to put into practice those new edu- 
cational concepts that have proved workable and essential in 
helping our youth to achieve the most in academic knowledge, 
emotional maturity, and ethical values.”’ 


Thus we have incorporated into our school curriculum a 
special class teacher, a guidance director who serves in both our 
school and the Edgartown school, and a transitional teacher in 
the first four grades who gives special help to the gifted child and 


the slow-learning child. 


The reading teachers who meet regularly have introduced 
into the lower grades the Lippincott system with its stress on 
phonics, and in the intermediate grades the MacMillan system 
with its emphasis on developing critical thinking and deepening 
literary values. Both systems seem to be most effective. In 
addition to these new developments, the fifth and sixth grades 
have been departmentalized. These new concepts are in the 
process of being firmly established and attempts to eliminate 
any weaknesses will be undertaken. 


Again I state that the Oak Bluffs School is most fortunate 
in its faculty--truly a gifted, dedicated group, with high ideals, 


intellectual competence, and superb morale. 


We are very grateful for the work that has been done to 
improve our playgrounds, both with seeding and hard-topping. 
A program has been undertaken during the past few years to 
beautify our grounds. We appreciate very much the help given 
us by the Martha’s Vineyard Garden Club, Mr. Donald 
Woodward, and Frank Correira and his workers. Much already 
has been done, and we hope this project will continue to. its : 
complete fulfillment. 


I am grateful to the superintendent of schools, the |

Report of Special Town Meeting 
June 5, 1969 


Pursuant to the foregoing warrant, the meeting was called to order by 
the Moderator, Anthony J. Rebello, at 7:30 p.m., the prescribed time for 
the call of the meeting. Because there was not a quorum, of thirty-five 
(35) voters present at 7:30 p.m., the Moderator declared a ten minute 
recess, until a quorum was present to proceed with the business contained 
in the warrant. At the opening of the meeting, there were twenty-nine 
(29) voters present, and a member of the press, who was granted per- 
mission to be present at the meeting. The reading of the articles contained 

in the warrant was dispensed with, but the Officer’s Return of the warrant 
was read by the Moderator. At 7:45 p.m., the Constable gave the 
' Moderator, a count of thirty-five (35) voters present, the required number 
to proceed with the business for the special town meeting. 


The meeting then continued and the following business was transacted: 


Article 1. George W. Kennedy, Chairman of the Committee appointed 
by the Moderator at the annual town meeting to make a study 
on the operation and the maintenance of the bathhouses, presented 
a complete report on all the repairs and alterations to be made to 
the bathhouses, and repairs to the pier, with estimates of the 
cost of the work necessary to put them back in good condition 
for use. The total cost being $14,101.00. Mrs. Helen E. Scott 
and Frederick K. Glodis served on the Committee with Mr. 
Kennedy. The Moderator commended the Committee for their 
fine report and for their efforts and time in getting this report 
in such detail. The meeting also gave the Committee a vote of

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Report of the Chief of Police 


Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Herbert A. Combra, Jr., Chairman, 
Oak Bluffs, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


As head of the Police Department for the Town of Oak 
Bluffs, I hereby submit my annual report. Again for the fourth 
consecutive year, it is my pleasure to inform you that Oak 
Bluffs has not experienced any traffic fatalities. Traffic acci- 
dents do, however, increase steadily year after year. In 1969 
this department added to its files eighty-two (82) traffic acci- 
dents involving personal injury or causing damage to property 
in excess of two hundred ($200.00) dollars. In addition, there 
were forty-four (44) minor traffic accidents investigated. The 
police cruiser-ambulance was kept busy transporting approxt- 
mately seventy-five (75) persons to or from the Martha’s 
Vineyard Hospital. In the annual report to the Massachusetts 
Department of Correction, we have recorded one hundred 
twenty-seven (127) summons and arrests. From this report, it 
is interesting to note an offense for unarmed robbery and also 
an offense for manslaughter. 


The work load of this department has greatly increased with 
each new year as evidenced by this information. Vandalism to 
property has jumped to an alarming rate this summer and fall. 
Automobile radio antennas, broken windows, and business signs 
destroyed, head the list. The majority of this vandalism has 
occurred in the business district in late evening or early morning. 
Most of the offenders are between fourteen (14) to eighteen 
(18) years of age. After a thorough study of the investigation 
reports concerning these incidents, it is my considered opinion 
that this vandalism is a direct result of the lack of entertainment 
and recreation facilities for our younger people, both year- 
round and summer residents. The reports show that most of the 
vandalism started in-a similar manner. These youngsters having 
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nothing to do and no place to congregate would walk the streets 
in the business district hour after hour, and as a prank, or 
because of a street fight, the end result was vandalism to some 
innocent person’s property. This serious problem we have of 
our young people congregating in crowds within the business 
district must be solved, and not by mass arrests for blocking 
sidewalks or additional by-laws causing them to be offenders. 
I feel the solution to this problem lies with the people of this 
town to take positive action for some form of entertainment 
and recreation facilities for these young people. To meet with 
them, both year-round and summer residents, to generate some 
sound ideas on how is the best way to resolve this problem. In 
this way only can we keep our young people off the streets and 
away from the court room. 


I am greatly indebted to the members of my department, 
the special officers and harbor patrol for their full cooperation 
in making this department operate effectively. I also wish to 
thank all other law enforcement agencies and the Board of 
Selectmen for their cooperation and assistance.

The work experience program, whereby a student may work 
in a business of his choice for afew hours daily, has been tremen- 
dously successful.

Dear Mrs. Bergeron: 


I hereby submit the school report for the year ending 
December 31, 1969. 


During the past decade the objectives of our schools have 
been rooted in a philosophy of providing an educational pro- 
gram which features excellence in learning. Knowledge is a 
basic result of effective teaching, but we are also concerned 
with improving study skills and developing proper attitudes and 
habits for all students which will cultivate qualities of inven- 
tiveness, flexibility, resourcefulness, curiosity and above all, 
judgment. 


The most pressing problem of educational concern is the 
curriculum. In order to make the curriculum meaningful and 
challenging to our pupils, the selection of course content and the 
sequence of presentation becomes extremely important. Our 
teachers, recognizing their responsibilities to train the youth, 
have been actively engaged in a variety of academic experiences. 
They continually examine and evaluate our present curriculum. 


With the adoption of new programs, the assimilation of 
changes in organization, recommendations for future decisions, 
the outlook for education is one of well tempered optimism. 
Great opportunities lie ahead. We shall approach the future 
with a feeling of confidence in the ability of our schools to 
Serve our island in ever more challenging ways and the pupils 
will be the beneficiaries of our efforts. 


Each year we are called upon to spend more money. Edu- 
cation costs more not because we have no regard for the public 
treasury, but because we have a regard for our responsibilities.

Dear Mrs. Bergeron: 


In the current Broadway musical “You’re a Good Man, Charlie 
Brown’’, one of the most delightful scenes has four Peanuts 
characters on stage attempting to do their homework assign- 
ment - a book report on “Peter Rabbit”. Lucy writes four or 
five words and then counts to see how many more she has to 
write before meeting the word limit. Linus approaches the 
story from a deep philosophical point of view. Schroeder, 
bored with the thought of Peter Rabbit, compares the story 
to Robin Hood, spending all of the time on Robin and none on 
Peter. Charlie debates whether writing the report would be 
better done later after a good walk in the fresh air, after all, 
pressure of times helps creativity and to let it go until Tuesday 
night when it is due Wednesday morning does create pressure. 


Town reports can be approached in any of these ways and all 
are tempting. 


In an effort not to be caught in any of the above circum- 
stances and also with the hope of not repeating important events 
regarding the past year found in other school reports, I would 
like to look briefly at what I consider the most significant trend 
to develop in our schools over the past twelve months. 


Seemingly overnight school committees, administrators, teach- 
ers and pupils are involved in making decisions of far greater 
social significance than they have in the past. Committee mem- 
bers are sitting across the table from teachers and bargaining over 
salaries and working conditions. They are being approached 
regarding the drug problem — the mode of dress of pupils — the 
freedom of student expression and a dozen other important 
questions of far reaching consequence. 
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Administrators and teachers are facing the same issues and 
must wrestle with the task of providing relevant programs in all 
areas to meet the needs of boys and girls in today’s society. 


Our boys and girls have the greatest of all decisions to make - 
will they become activists? Will they do underground? How 
will they dress? What attitudes will they take regarding their 
peers, the authorities, their homes and their society? What will 
be their decisions regarding drugs, drink and sex? 


While all this is going on, the citizens of Martha’s Vineyard 
look with dismay or pleasure at the choices made. 


Because of this trend and because all of us, both in and out 
of the schools, are becoming more and more involved, I believe 
a much broader. and farther reaching dialogue must take place 
between the schools and the community. 


In a recent national Gallop poll, 65% of the adults who were 
asked wanted to know more about the schools in their commu- 
nity. Their interest was not in school operations but with the 
courses taught, specifically innovations being introduced and 
why — college requirements, vocational training and the total 
curriculum. 


This certainly presents us with a challenge to involve the 
people of Martha’s Vineyard as much as possible and far beyond 
the efforts we are now making in a dialogue regarding all of our 
school programs. In this way they may be informed and hope- 
fully supportive but at least knowledgeable about what we are 
doing. 


Of equal significance was another question presented by 
Gallop. When asked how many people had ever attended a 
local school board meeting, only 16% said they had attended 
One Or more sessions during the past year. This figure speaks 
for itself and allows us all to contemplate what we can collec- 
tively do as a community, both in the schools and out, in 
working together to understand and provide for the needs of 
our boys and girls. 
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Many positive steps have been taken in the past year to meet 
the challenge of today’s society and without the know how and 
leadership of Superintendent Downs, the school committees, 
principals and teachers, as well as the constructive suggestions 
of pupils and citizens, what has been done would have failed.

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Report of the Regional High School Principal 


Dear Mr. Downs: 


I hereby submit the school report for the year ending 
December, 1969. 


The decade nostalgically referred to as the Sixties has ended, 
but its effects on today’s educational leadership and the insti- 
tutions they serve are by no means over. We have seen beards 
and sideburns, mini-skirts and maxi-coats, integration and segre- 
gation, hippies and yippies, assent and dissent, student activi- 
tism and pacifism, drug abuse and misuse, racism and riots, ad 
infinitum. The list is almost endless. Their impact and impetus 
will remain for at least another decade. 


The past ten years have clearly indicated what all educators 
sooner or later come to realize that few issues in education are 
more pressing than that old standby, change. Basic organic 
change and the capacity, ability, and willingness of educational 
leadership at all levels are needed. Today’s demands by the high 
school students are focused not on sweeping educational reforms, 
but rather on better human relations, respect and recognition of 
the individual, more sensitivity on the part of adults, and a 
greater sphere of awareness of issues both foreign and domestic. 


Many of us are necessarily still off-balance. A condition 
created just by stepping back looking for a spot to place the 
other foot. It is like walking a tightrope before a packed-house 
when suddenly one of the spectators yells, “Fire!” Even so, 
nothing will make a man put his best foot forward like getting 
the other one in hot water! 


I think we are indeed fortunate that our school system has 
succeeded in anticipating outcomes and choosing wise alter- 
natives and courses of action. The willingness of our school 
committee, our community, our staff and our students to 
institute the kind of change that is slowly but surely humanizing 
our relationships and making our objectives relevant to the 
needs of the times is not mere accident. It is an act of 
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conscience prudently and honestly exercised to preserve and 
enhance the dignity of the individual. 


The following events are some of the activities introduced 
at the high school during the past academic year. Some are 
innovative and some are challenging—-but none are accidental. 


Classroom renovations for the implementation of team teach- 
ing for three ability levels per grade within three grades were 
completed during the past summer and were ready for the 
Opening of school in September. The general consensus of the 
teachers pioneering in this promising new approach reflects our 
original confidence and conviction that the effectiveness and 

flexibility of team teaching is superior to that of the self- 
contained classroom. 


In the past decade our high school enrollment has increased 
from 309 students in 1959-60 to 430 students in 1969-70; an 
increase of approximately thirty per cent. Understandably, the 
need for classroom space during the majority of the class 
periods is critical. Projected student census figures indicate 
that student enrollment will continue to increase for several 
-years. An estimated additional increase of five per cent will 
Tesult from off-island transfers. This is a trend that appears to 
_ be increasing. 





: This academic year has seen the beginning of a more realistic 
and sophisticated work-study program (Core) for boys and 


| 


| girls of grades 10-12 enrolled in industrial arts and home 

economics. Although the program is in its infancy and encum- 

bered with a multitude of problems, there is every reason to 

believe that the philosophy and objectives underlying the pro- 

gram are both realistic and pragmatic and are in the best interest 
of the enrollee’s academic and occupational posture. 





In December of this year through the combined efforts of 
Mr. Lawrence Richardson, guidance director, and the Core 
teachers, a grant of $17,500 was awarded to the high school 
district by the Department of Education’s Division of Occupa- 
tional Education. This grant will be used to develop further and 
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improve the existing work-study program. The addition of a 
full-time work-study coordinator whose primary function will 
be to place, guide, and evaluate those students at job-stations 
throughout the community will be included. The bulk of the 
coordinator’s time will be spent in the field supervising student 
activities in cooperation with employers. 


It should be understood that any boy or girl enrolled in 
Industrial Arts or Home Economics does not automatically gain 
admission to the work-study program. Such a practice of 
indiscriminate enrollment would quickly reduce the effective- 
ness of the program from something very worthwhile to a ““dump- 
ing-ground”’ with all the accompanying stigmas. Students, who 
by their interest, efforts, work-study habits, cooperation and 
attitude, exemplify those traits and skills conducive to the 
success of the program will be admitted. Psychometric testing 
by the guidance staff, fortified by teacher recommendations 
and student performance will determine, but not conclusively, 
the judicious placement of students. The overall work-study 
program personnel includes an advisory committee comprising 
a cross-section of the community’s businessmen. 


A second qualified guidance counselor has yet to be found 
to augment our present guidance services. The recommended 
load-ratio is 125 students to each counselor. Our present ratio 
is 430-1 with the upper classmen, especially seniors, receiving 
the bulk of the counselor’s time and energy. The guidance load 
is further compounded with each graduating class who, as 
alumni, continue to require counseling, and the forwarding of 
transcripts and secondary school records, recommendations, and 
testing. Assistance in this area is urgent. 


The proposal for a student-operated educational FM radio 
station, involving no cost to the taxpayer, was met with 
enthusiasm by the school committee, the administration, the 
faculty and the student body. Mr. Lawrence Spitz, Administra- 
tive Assistant for the United Steel Workers of America and a 
summer resident of Gay Head, Mr. Eugene King, former director 
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of the Voice of America and a resident of New York City, and 
Mrs. Gordon Perry, school committee member from Gay Head 
have all been instrumental in laying the groundwork and provid- 
ing the leadership which hopefully will bring this anticipated 
long-range educational program to fruition. Mr. Spitz, has 
already been successful in receiving two pledges totaling 
$10,000.00 toward this endeavor. 


The athletic field has been further groomed by the addition 
of a tennis courts’ area of approximately 10,000 square feet. 
This has been made available through governmental agencies 
presently using the fenced-in area to garage their mobilelabs. 
Upon completion of the Vineyard Haven-Edgartown Road 
repairs, these mobilelabs will be removed, the surface covered 
with asphalt and oiled, leaving two excellent tennis courts 
complete with drainage and water supply. 


The administration and faculty are presently evaluating the 
school’s curriculum with an eye to updating the instructional 
program. It appears as axiomatic that all communication in 
English, art, and social studies must of necessity concern itself 
less with fact-finding and more with the area in which education 
| has been least successful-man’s relationship to man. 


Hopefully, the report of the Harvard Study Group, presently 
evaluating the Island’s school system will, among other things, 
| Suggest the nature, the impetus, and the direction of our 
curriculum development, staffing patterns, and overall projec- 
tions that will make our program more vital and relevant for 
_ the decade ahead. Hopefully, full-time electives in fine arts, art, 
| and humanities will augment present offerings. 


The administration is presently studying its master schedule 
hoping to find ways and means to alleviate overcrowded condi- 
tions during the lunch periods and to relieve oversized study 
| halls created, for the most part, by a situation which finds 
students carrying a state-prescribed minimum load of four 
| Subjects within the framework of an eight period school day. 
I am still of the opinion based on experience and observation 
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that the traditional study hall serves only as a tool to herd con- 
veniently large numbers of students into an area, where by some 
mystical metamorphosis the student is transformed into an eager 
scholar, thirsting for knowledge under the forceful, watchful eye 
of the study hall supervisor. It just isn’t so. Nor does it develop 
the educability of our students. Actually, for the great majority 
of students, a study hall, contrary to popular opinion, is a 
deterrent to learning. Ways must be found to channel the time 
spent in study halls to more worthwhile pursuits lest our failure 
to do so only engenders their righteous arrogance for our 
inexcusable failure to set aside and obliterate a tradition which 
has outgrown its usefulness, and substitute in its place that 
which is really needed, a judicious renaissance in the use of 
unscheduled student time. 


Health education, grades k-12, is at this point in time an area 
which we can ill afford not to develop and incorporate in the 
school’s curriculum on something more than a part-time basis. 
Alcohol, drugs, narcotics, sex, and tobacco have dramatically 
entered the lives of many of our youths who are, as William H. 
Cornog said in essence in “Life After Eden,” natives of a 
different world, clearly marching to the music of a different 
drummer with their faces turned toward reality and who realize 
that in the face of war, poverty, pollution, and mindless injustice 
you grow up fast, and sometimes in Vietnamese villages and 
American ghettos you die young. Since drugs, alcohol, and sex 
are significantly influencing our social structure, health education 
must be given urgent and top priority with emphasis on individual 
attitudes, social values, changing styles of life and implications 
for the future. 


The task of preparing a comprehensive health education pro- 
gram for our youth is at hand. This task is not as elementary as 
it appears on the surface. To quote Donald J. Wolk, clinical 
psychologist at the University of Bridgeport, “The teacher who 
would help his students face the problem cannot afford to 
become a preacher—not in this day and age. Today, information 
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about drugs, politics, sex, social class, racial inequities, and 
international affairs is disseminated by a variety of media; only 
one of these being the classroom teacher. The teacher is no 
longer the indisputable authority. To delude himself with belief 
that his word will be heeded or to indulge in frustration if his 
teachings are ignored can be fatal to communication.” 


Our approach, it seems to me, must of necessity be flexible, 
with an open mind to the complete range of our students’ 
attitudes. Anything less only welcomes the resentment, the 
anxiety, and the defensiveness of our young people. We are 
presently working on such a health program and the involve- 
ments such a production entails will require all the assistance 
we can muster from all available sources—local, state and federal. 
Such a demanding endeavor will hopefully become grist for the 
“educational mill.” 


In October of this year the Student Council in cooperation 
with the Student Advisory Committee presented the school 
committee with a petition seeking the abolition of the school’s 
previous code governing student dress and grooming. In essence, 
it was a petition seeking permission of the school committee by 
the student body allowing the students to exercise their individual 
taste and preferences in matters pertaining to dress and grooming; 
be it hair style, slacks or dungarees; and that the responsibility 
for dress and grooming become the responsibility of the student 
and his parents—and not school mandated. The petition was 
unanimously approved. 


Although this decision may have been unpopular in some 
segments of our community, the committee did act, I believe, 
wisely. Especially since the courts of our land have clearly 
warned that freedom of speech or expression is essential to 
the preservation of democracy and that this right can be 
exercised in ways other than talking or writing. From this 
generalization it follows that there should be no restriction on 
a student’s hair style or his manner of dressing unless these 
present a “clear and present” danger to the student’s health 
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and safety, cause an interference with work or create classroom 
or school disorder. 


Whether we speak of dress, hair, freedom of expression, 
student property, discipline, student government, the student 
press, or the right to petition, it is the U. S. Supreme Court that 
is making by its decisions the obligations school officials have, 
to afford the protection of the Bill of Rights and of the 
Fourteenth Amendment to all with whom they deal regardless 
of age. To quote the now famous Gault (387, U.S. 1, 13, 1967) 
decision, ““Whatever may be their precise impact, neither the 
Fourteenth Amendment nor the Bill of Rights is for adults 
alone.” 


A few considerations should be injected here with reference 
to “the reasonable exercise of school authority.” First, in our 
increasingly permissive society, judicial reluctance to interfere 
with the principal’s authority is lessening. The larger and more 
impersonal our schools become, the less often courts see the in 
loco parentis concent as a barrier to applying legal principles 
to the administration-student-faculty-relationship. And since 
there is an irreversible trend in our society to subject the exer- 
cise of power and authority to legal norms, there is every reason 
to believe that the courts have only begun to apply the body of 
law to secondary school student activism. Secondly, the U. S. 
Supreme Court recognizes that school officials must have 
broad discretionary powers, but they also believe that school 
officials do not possess absolute authority over students.

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In July of the coming year (1970) Mr. Charles E. Downs, who 
has served the community as teacher, principal and superin- 
tendent of schools for thirty-nine years will, in keeping with his 
own projection of 1958, retire from public office. His contrib- 
utions and service to the community are many, immeasurable, 
and worthy. He has served with dignity, devotion, and conviction. 
He has survived the wrath that on occasion comes to him who 
holds public office and has accepted criticism with the same 
grace that he has shunned praise. He has been steadfast in his 
beliefs being able to disagree without being disagreeable. His 
word is his bond. He has more than earned the respect of his 
friends and colleagues who need no reminder that they are 
walking in the shadow of a true professional, whose ethics are 
non-negotiable and whose compassion and charity, though 
unpublicized have not gone unnoticed. If there is one unfor- 
gettable characteristic synonymous with the man, it has to be 
an almost flawless memory for figures, details, dates, places and 
events. His memory though often challenged has rarely been 
proven in errors. He will be missed. 


For the first time, our school has had the misfortune to lose 
one of its faculty members by death. John Crowell, who had 
faithfully served as the coach of baseball and girls’ basketball 
for two years passed away on September 15, 1969. He is 
remembered for his pleasant personality, high standards of 
sportsmanship and his eagerness for outdoor life and athletics. 
He will be missed by the students and faculty of Martha’s 
Vineyard Regional High School. 

In closing, I wish to extend my appreciation to the Regional 
High School District Committee and to the entire administration 
and staff of the high school for their continued support, under- 
standing and cooperation.

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Report of the Elementary School Principal 


Mr. Charles E. Downs

Dear Mr. Downs: 


It has been a challenge and a pleasure to assume the respon- 
sibilities of principal formerly held by Mr. Harry Dorr. 


We have several new members on our faculty: 
Miss Mary Jacobson, special education; Mr. William Jones, junior 
high reading and English; Miss Therese Regnier, vocal music 
instructor. Miss Cheryl Grant has re-established our instrumental 
program. Mrs. Virginia Hughes and Miss Catherine Talbott are 
new additions to the physical education staff. Mr. Morton L. 
Berns was appointed as Travelab instructor. 


During this past year there. have been many innovations to 
promote the educational development of the individual student. 


A study was made during 1968-1969 to explore the possi- 
bility of teachers specializing in specific subject areas. It was 
felt that a change of personalities would better motivate child- 
ren in their learning experiences. The teachers of the primary 
grades who are participating in this specialization program which 
occurs three periods a week are: Mrs. Kathleen Dolby, music 
appreciation; Mrs. Nancy Leighton, science; Mrs. Mary Thomas, 
literature; and Mrs. Wiet Bacheller, social studies. The important 
part of any new program is the evaluation of the program. After 
twelve months, we feel that the program is successful and that 
there is more depth and continuity in the subject areas. 


As a result of the preceding study, it also became increasingly 
apparent that more individualized instruction was necessary for 
some pupils whose needs were not being adequately met 
because of the wide range of abilities which are encompassed in 
a self-contained classroom. Mrs. Helen Manning, the transitional 
instructor, gives individual and group instruction in grades one 
through eight; to the gifted pupil through an accelerated and 
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enriched program; to the immature child so that his true level 
of achievement may be reached; to the child experiencing 
difficulty an individual and intensive instructional program; and 
to the absentee the opportunity to be brought up to date on ~ 
incompleted assignments. 


Beginning in January, 1969, grades five and six began depart- 
mentalizing their work with Mrs. Marjorie Leonard teaching 
mathematics and science, and Mrs. Priscilla Sylvia teaching 
social studies and language arts. Each class continues the 
reading program with their homeroom teacher. The depart- 
mentalization of the intermediate grades bridges the gap between 
specialization of the primary unit and the junior high program. 
Our aim in this program is to increase the self-reliance of 
students in the intermediate grades. 


During the first semester of the 1968-1969 kindergarten class, 
the progress of each child was constantly observed to determine 
his maturity by his responses to social, cultural, and academic 
areas of the daily schedule. In January, the class was regrouped 
according to ability and readiness for learning in a more formal- 
ized program. This regrouping was based on tests and teacher 
judgment, and was the result of a pilot program initiated in the 
kindergarten the previous year under the supervision of Mrs. 
Elizabeth Convery. The success of the program warranted its 
expansion this past year to include all the kindergartens on the 
Island. 


The children assigned to the special education class receive 
intensive, individual instruction from Miss Mary Jacobson. The 
older children in the class attend some of the regular classes 
with their peers and a few have been on learning-by-experience 
programs. 


Our guidance director, Arnold Vayo, has initiated a program 
of developmental guidance at all grade levels, concentrating 
primarily in the areas of personal and social growth. The 
guidance director working with the principal, teachers, and other 
specialists as a team in evaluating and meeting the needs of the 
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individual student has had a positive effect on the school. 


Tutoring in reading is helpful regardless of the approach. 
In an attempt to meet the needs of individual children, junior 
high students have volunteered during their free periods to 
tutor in the primary grades. The tutors involved in this pro- 
gram provide successful learning experiences for children who 
are having difficulty, as well as boosting their own morale and 
self-confidence. 


Our science department, under the supervision of Mr. Daniel 
Burgo, during the past two years has acquired new equipment, 
which includes a four-inch reflecting telescope, a micro-projector, 
solar motor, and spectroscopes. Now, an exciting and modern 
science curriculum is available to the children of Oak Bluffs 
from kindergarten through grade eight. Each child also has 
the opportunity during one week each month to utilize the 
facilities of the Travelab. 


This past year the physical education department has ex panded 
in both personnel and scope. The staff now consists of Mrs. 
Virginia Hughes, kindergarten through grade 4; Miss Catherine 
Talbott, girls, grades five through eight, and Mr. Frank Follett, 
boys, grades five through eight. This staff growth has resulted 


in greater teaching specialization in the overall program, as

instructors now are able to direct their energies towards more 
Specific areas of responsibility. A comprehensive and co- 


Ordinated program has been initiated in the regular physical 


education classes, while at the same time the extra-curricular

activities of flag football, field hockey, basketball, volleyball, 
softball, baseball, and tract have been more formally structured. 


It is anticipated that the modifications of the past year will 
| provide the basis for future developments ultimately resulting 


in a dynamic physical education program geared to the spirit 
of all our students. 


Parent-teacher conferences were held during the first week 
in December and were well attended with 82% parent repre- 


| sentation. 
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Under the supervision of the principal and advisors, Mr. 
William Jones and Mr. George Tillett, a student council was 
formed to encourage student participation in school programs. 
A Christmas dance held on the evening of December 18 was well 
attended. Early in December a Saturday afternoon cartoon 
movie was sponsored by the student council and another pro- 
gram is planned for January. 


The publishing of a school newspaper has been revived with 
publications semi-monthly. This is edited and published by the 
eighth grade with Mr. Tillett as advisor. 


A voluntary French activity program for interested pupils in 
grades seven and eight has been instituted by Mr. Jones and 
Mr. Tillett. 

I sincerely feel that accomplishments have been achieved 
in the educating of our children. For this I thank my staff of 
teachers. 

I am grateful to you, Mr. Downs, and to Mr. Ryder, and to 
the School Committee for your guidance and assistance.

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Report of the Chief of Police 


Honorable Board of Selectmen

Gentlemen: 


As head of the Police Department for the Town of Oak Bluffs, 
I hereby submit my annual report. It is sad to note we had one 
traffic fatality involving a pedestrian this year after four con- 
secutive years with having none. We also had one accidental 
drowning in our harbor this year. The department investigated 
one hundred forty, (140) traffic accidents in the past twelve 
months. Eighty six (86) of these involved personal injury and/or 
property damage in excess of two hundred dollars ($200.00). 
The police cruiser-ambulance transported one hundred and forty 
one (141) persons to the Martha’s Vineyard Hospital for treat- 
ment. In the annual report to the Massachusetts Department 
of Corrections we have recorded one hundred twenty one (121) 
summons and arrests. There were numerous reports of breaking 
and entering into vacant homes and into business establishments. 
There were also some burglaries of homes which were in- 
vestigated by the department. 


In December I accepted, with regret, the resignation of 
Peter A. Moreis Jr. However, I was fortunate to have William 
Perry fill the position shortly after it was vacated. Officer 
Perry together with the departments remaining two officers 
and the relief man were able to maintain peak efficiency during 
the busy holiday season. Without these capable and dedicated 
officers the past month would have been a difficult time. With 
the increase in breaks and burglaries alone my officers, including 
the summertime specials, have worked many hours of unpaid 
Overtime on stakeouts, patrols in their own vehicles and the 
questioning of suspects. 
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This past summer we had few problems involving our young 
people gathering on the streets and causing disturbances. This 
problem although not completely solved was lessened con- 
siderably by several factors. The newly erected basketball 
courts, more summertime officers on the streets, better com- 
munication between foot patrolmen and vehicle patrols in the 
area. However, I feel one of the main factors is concern shown 
by both summer and year round residents who are taking an act- 
ive interest in this problem. 


The departments primary objectives for the forthcoming 
year are; (1), to reduce the number of major traffic accidents 
and; (2), to intensify our efforts toward apprehending those 
persons involved in the breaks and burglaries which are now 
plaguing our community. Concerning our traffic accidents, 
although the total number increased by fourteen (14) only 
four (4) of these were major accidents. I feel this small 
increase can be attributed to the use of our second cruiser 
permitting a more effective patrol procedure. Our records 
show that speed is the major cause for these serious accidents. 
I have recently secured federal funds which were available 
to purchase specialized traffic equipment to be used in a 
Selective enforcement program. By using this new equipment 
we hope to reduce greatly this one violation. To obtain the 
second objective will be somewhat more difficult. Prior to 
this year burglaries were almost unheard of on the entire 
Island. However, as crime steadily increases throughout the 
nation we are not immune. To solve these major crimes we 
are hampered in a small community by the lack of having, 
readily available, investigative equipment and specialized per- 
sonnel to assist the department. However, I feel this objective 
can be accomplished with an increase in manpower, which I 
will propose in the 1972 budget, more advanced police training, 
but most of all, the assistance and cooperation of every town 
resident. For you the residents to report suspicious persons or 
vehicles in your area.. To report persons offering valuable items 
for sale at a very low price. To report persons asking unusual 
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questions concerning homes or businesses in your vicinity. This 
department can only operate as well as its source of information 
and with every citizen in this community as its source if can be 
that much more effective. 


I am greatly indebted to the members of my department, the 
special officers and the harbor patrol for the full cooperation 
they have given me in making this department operate effectively. 
I also wish to thank all other law enforcement agencies and the 
Board of Selectmen for their assistance and cooperation.

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Report of the Summer Basketball Program 


To the Park Commissioners: 
Oak Bluffs, Massachusetts 


I hereby submit a report of the Summer Basketball Program 
conducted at Niantic Park. 


It is with great pleasure that I am able to make a most favor- 
able report of the facility that was so diligently sought after by 
you, the Park Commissioners of Oak Bluffs. 


Long hours of planning and hard work resulted in the 
construction of one of the finest outdoor basketball courts in 
the entire region of New England. Many summer people have 
remarked that they never have seen anything like it. 


The main purpose of this program was to give the youth 
between the ages of 14 to 21 an activity which would afford 
an outlet for their excessive energy. By doing such, we hoped 
to curb the unnecessary energetic behavior on Circuit Avenue. 
This program did cut down considerably the teen-age problem 
that had arisen over the past years. 


I then realized that the youths between the ages of 10 to 13 
could also use this facility during the morning hours and also 
use this same facility for an afternoon program. 


With the able assistance of Jay Schofield and Michael 
McCarthy, we set up the following program to take care of the 
different age groups. We realized that certain age groups had to 
be set up so that the boys would be playing against their own 
level of ability. It should be noted that some boys regardless 
of their age were placed in higher division groups due to their 
level of ability. 


During the first week of the program we had tryouts at the 
various age levels and each boy was evaluated and placed on a 
team, so that all teams were at equal strength. 


Each team was given a name and four divisions were formed 
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as follows: Ages 10 to 11 played in the college division on 
Monday, Wednesday and Friday mornings from 8:30 A. M. 
till 12 noon; Ages 12 to 13 played in the semi-pro division 
on Tuesday, Thursday and Saturday mornings from 8:30 A. M. 
till 12 noon. 


The afternoon program was called “‘An open session’. This 
session was opened to all age groups and free play took place. 
Clinics were held for interested boys. This program also afforded 
the boys who worked evenings to get their basketball interests 
fulfilled. 


The evening program was divided into two leagues, again 
taking in the age differences. The 14 to 16 aged boys played 
in the league known as the A. B. A. on Tuesdays, Thursdays and 
Saturdays from the hours of 6:30 P. M. to 10 P. M. On Mon- 
days, Wednesdays and Fridays the 17 to 21 age boys played ina 
league known as the N. B. A. 


These leagues were formed and play began on Monday, July 
6, 1970. Another problem soon arose when we found that 
some boys were here for only a week, two weeks, or a month. 
Also, we were faced with the change.over the Ist of August. 
At no time did we refuse any boy an opportunity to play re- 
gardless of his length of stay. We added and subtracted from the 
teams as these situations occurred. Sometimes we felt a modern 
day computer was needed, but the boys realized this situation 
we were in and cooperated to the fullest. This situation enabled 
us to strengthen the weaker teams and enabled us to maintain 
a better balanced program of teams. 


On Sunday evenings a program of basketball was offered for 
the girls of all ages. These girls selected their own teams and 
had their night of Basketball every Sunday from 7:00 P. M. to 
9:30 P. M. 


The overall program took care of 500 youths and a total of 
375 basketball games were played on this court. 


I would at this time like to thank the abutters of Niantic 
Park for their acceptance of this program, their patience for 
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letting this program get off the ground, and finally for their 
approval of a situation which they had thought might cause 
damage to their property. 


I would like to thank each and every youth that took part in 
this program, for without their contribution, we would have 
never had a wide variety of basketball games. The youth of 
today are no different than those of former years when we, 
the adults, grew up. They need to be offered more things to do 
as they have more free time on their hands than we did. They 
still need to be directed, but with their approval. They want to 
be supervised and cry for organization. 


A word of thanks to the selectmen and Chief of Police who 
backed this program from its very beginning and to the 
individuals who gave their time free to insure the success of 
the program. 


I am firmly convinced that this program shall grow and more 
youths shall be taken care of in this program in the summers to 
come. The money appropriated for this program was well spent 
and any money spent in the future to keep it going will pay 
dividends. 


I would like to thank you, the three Park Commissioners, for 
your great foresight in establishing this program and enabling 
me to run it for you. Its great success in this endeavor is 
mainly due to your willingness to offer to the youth of today 
an opportunity to avail themselves of a facility that afforded 
them an outlet that helped guide their boundless energy in the 
proper direction.

Rat Control Program 


Selectmen of the Town of Oak Bluffs: 


This program was started through the efforts of the late 
Mrs. Wilfrid White and, as has been reported, has been very 
successful. We have used mostly anticoagulant warfarin mixed 
with corn meal and a small quantity of strychnine oats which 
we have now discontinued. 


Lately we have had an increasing number of calls for help 
against quantities of mice and are having very good success 
using bait blocks which have a mixture of warfarin and bait 
with a thin cover of wax so they may be used in places exposed 
to the weather. It should be borne in mind that this is still 
primarily a rat program and the mice program can be handled 
Only incidentally in cooperation with householders. To do 
more would be far too expensive. 


We appreciate the cooperation of the towns for regulation 
of dumps so our work can be more effective. We also thank 
our various friendly individuals for donations of material we 
can use. 


As these annual reports repeatedly state, the continued 
success of this program depends on everyone calling Louis M. 
Greene, Foreman, 693-9457 IMMEDIATELY on discovering 
a Sign of a rat.

During the year 1970, the Water Department, laid and 
connected over fifty three hundred feet, of twelve inch Transite 
Water Main along, County Road and Vineyard Avenue. The 
William H. Hart Realty Co. installed. over eight hundred feet of 
six inch, private Transite Water Main, complete with a six 
inch Fire Hydrant. 


Two new Fire Hydrants were connected on County Road. 
One Hydrant on New York Avenue was replaced. 


Over forty new water services were added to the water 
system. 


The Standpipe was painted and reconditioned, at a total 
cost of $4,500.00. 


Additional Test Wells were driven. Extended pumping tests, 
on a twenty four hour basis were accomplished. The Department 
of Public Health’ reports that the water analysis shows the 
samples submitted, to be of excellent quality and satisfactory 
quantity. 


This year the Water Department had over one thousand 
eight hundred and sixty, active water services.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools

Dear Dr. Rappaport: 


I have pleasure in presenting to you, and to the chairmen of 
the various school committees on the Island, the annual superin- 
tendent’s report, as required by the laws of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. 


As I write this report, I am very conscious of my good 
fortune in being associated with education on this Island. What 
impressed me most when I first visited in early July to be inter- 
viewed for the position I now hold was not, if I may so say 
without offense, the physical beauty of Martha’s Vineyard, but 
the rare openness of the people I met. The fifteen members of 
the Union committee I talked with were taking seriously the 
paragraph in the Harvard report that ends with the sentence, 
“They are bound together by a common commitment to the 
children they enroll and must become more closely related.” 
Martha’s Vineyard is unique primarily because of the people 
who live here and their healthy tolerance of differing views 
and life styles. And just as the committee over which you pre- 
side represents a variety of viewpoints and backgrounds, so it 
represents the community’s concern for quality. The seven 
school committees to whom I report — six towns, one region -- 
are very different, and yet there is an Island-wide commitment 
to seeking out and supporting what is best for our children. 
Under your leadership, there has grown a healthy balance be- 
tween local loyalties and system-wide perspectives: the Union 
committee meets every couple of months or so, and there are 
plans afoot for members to meet in workshop situations. I am 
glad to see the same trends among the teaching staff: where 
there were two teachers’ associations, elementary and secondary, 
when the 1970-1971 contracts were signed, the 1971-1972 
contract is likely to be one document for all teachers and the 
two associations are, I believe, moving towards engagement if 
not marriage. 


New superintendents normally make their most visible errors 
in three fields: transportation, meals, and the cancelling of 
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school. So far, so good. During 1971, several of our bus 
contracts come up for renewal, and I am currently collecting 
advice before bringing specifications to the relevant committees; 
the Commonwealth has mandated that hot lunches shall be 
available to all children who wish them by 1973, and we are 
investigating ways of complying with the law without having to 
build on a large scale; and, despite two near misses, I have not 
yet had to spring out of bed at 5 a. m., call a few people and 
then make a decision delicious in the wrath and delight it 
simultaneously calls forth. 


When I spoke to the teachers in early September, I said, “‘I do 
not come here with preconceived notions about what ought to 
be; needs and priorities in different places are very different, 
and even the approaches to the same ends may vary, and ought 
to vary, according to the personalities involved.” 1 cannot there- 
fore give you a set of cut-and-dried judgments -- nor, I am glad 
to say, do you expect this. I rejoice in the variety of strengths 
represented on our faculty, and this is why I suggested to our 
principals that each non-tenure teacher should be encouraged 
to go to an established member of the faculty for help, one who 
would not play any role whatever in evaluation. (I might men 
tion at this point my positive feelings towards the attempt to 
work out a cooperative teacher education program with Wheelock 
College, an institution with a deservedly high reputation in the 
field of elementary education. Unfortunately, the effectiveness 
of the 1970 program was diminished by some lack of tolerance 
towards certain teaching styles. In the field of education, 
dogma rarely works.) 


A group of principals and teachers nominated by the teachers’ 
associations is helping me put together a handbook for new 
teachers and for people we are hoping to interest in us. Keeping 
many of the teachers I have met and observed very much in 
mind, I have written, ‘““What kind of teacher are we looking for? 
Knowledgeable in subject matter; balanced in judgment; willing 
to experiment judiciously; open to advice -- we are looking for 
humane, well rounded teachers above all, and we like to think 
that we can offer such a person an atmosphere wherein to 
thrive both personally and professionally.” We are, | think, 
fortunate in the faculty we have, and I admire the attempts 
I see to make people more humane, more tolerant and more 
secure. 
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A good deal of my time in the next few months will have to 
be spent on recruitment. We are attracting candidates in fairly 
large numbers, and are pursuing placement offices with deter- 
mination whenever vacancies occur or are likely to occur. The 
process is an arduous one, but very rewarding when the right 
person comes along. I am glad to report to you also that our 
substitute list is getting longer: there is a growing number of 
people on the Island, many of them in their early twenties, who 
have something to offer to our students. 


The faculty, then, is strong and fairly stable. You will have 
noted that the various 1971 budgets contain a total of $5,600 to 
relieve professional personnel of some of the supervisory chores 
that teachers have traditionally had to tolerate over the years, 
and over $8,000 to compensate teachers for after-school acti- 
vities, mainly in the area of sport. (It goes without saying that 
teachers are to be found working and playing with students at 
all hours without thought of additional stipend; a music teacher 
and his wife drove two busloads of carolling youngsters to my 
house on Christmas Eve!) 


It was none other than your wife, Sir, who asked me once 
why education is becoming more complex and more costly - a 
question to which any educator should be prepared to respond. 
The society we live in, the problems we have to cope with are 
changing faster than we who are over thirty would like, and there 
are less predictable answers than there once were. The two 
world wars, as we look back, were vastly different from the 
Vietnam war in one crucial respect: there was general agree- 
ment as to the rights and wrongs. Now, in the seventies, the 
most we can hope for is that our young people have the 
emotional stability and perspective to handle the conflicts that 
are threatening to tear our society apart — a tall order for any 
school system and for any parent. Besides, the rate of change 
is now such that very few youngsters have any idea what they 
will be doing in five or ten years; all we can be sure of is that 
most of them will change jobs several times in their lifetimes, 
that some of these jobs will require skills we cannot even 
imagine, and that some of the skills we teach will become 
outmoded tomorrow. 


All this suggests that society should be demanding more from 
its schools and that schools, rather than swaying with the breeze 
of fashion, should plan rationally, keeping the total program in 
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constant review. Teachers are well aware of this, and I am 
impressed at the number of our staff who take courses for 
college credit. Because of the obvious difficulties involved 
in off-island travel, the various school committees reimburse 
teachers $100 per credit hour for duly approved courses: this 
money is, in my opinion, money very well spent; travel that 
involves rubbing shoulders with different people and sharing 
professional experiences is well worth the trouble and the 
expense. 


A good deal of work has already been done on the curriculum 
front. This year, the teachers of English (including reading), 
mathematics, science and social studies are meeting every three 
or four weeks under the chairmanship of elected conveners 
(Mr. Robichau, Mr. Davis, Mr. Larkosh and Mr. Joyce) to 
exchange ideas and to discuss priorities and goals. During 1971, 
it is my hope that these groups will help us obtain a better 
picture of the total range of experiences we try to provide for 
Our youngsters, from before they enter Kindergarten until long 
after they graduate from high school; they will look at the 
relative stress we should be putting on process and content in 
various fields and at various stages in the child’s development; 
they will look at the programs and plans of individual teachers; 
and they will make recommendations about the use of budgeted 
funds. In each budget, there is an item called “research and 
development’’, amounting to approximately one per cent of the 
total. (We are told that industry spends upwards of 10% onr. 
and d. and that educational institutions should be spending at 
least 3%!) This covers curriculum development, workshops, 
consultant services and studies school committees may wish 
to undertake. 


I keep coming back to the primary function of the schools, 
namely teaching. This year, teachers have been intervisiting 
more, and administrators have involved themselves closely in 
classroom observation and classroom teaching. I welcome this 
trend, and shall try to find time to teach a course myself 
during 1971. We are responding to the grain of truth in 
Harvard’s waspish comment, “Ideas do not circulate effectively 
within or between the schools on Martha’s Vineyard. Most 
teachers do not know what their students have previously been 
taught, and they have little notion of what is planned for 
students after they move to another grade level. ... It is harm- 
ful to the educational process to permit the schools to continue 
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to operate as virtually autonomous organizations.” I meet with 
the principals one morning per week, with the counsellors some- 
what less frequently, with the presidents of the teachers’ associa- 
tion and with other groups, many of them ad hoc. 


The latest jargon on educators’ lips is the word “‘account- 
ability”. Jargon: or no, I feel very strongly about our position 
as public employees: schools should be open places that mem- 
bers of the public feel free to visit, and teachers and ad- 
ministrators should welcome questions of all kinds, even ques- 
tions to which we have no ready answers. Since I took up my 
position some four months ago, I have met with many groups 
on the Island, with finance committee people, with selectmen, 
with the clergy, with doctors, with police chiefs and with many 
others. All these I have found to be extremely helpful to me 
personally, and united in their desire to do what is best for our 
young people. I am impressed at the number of unpaid 
volunteers who help us in the schools and with their enthusiasm; 
the Boosters’ Club should be giving nationwide instruction on 
how to mobilize talent. 


With the encouragement of the various school committees, I 
have made strenuous efforts to make the budget process as open 
as possible -- even though the first of seven budgets had to be 
ready some six weeks after my arrival. School committee 
meetings have been as open as the law of the Commonwealth 
permits, and there has been the customary month between 
the tentative adoption of a budget and the final voting. All 
budgets have been sent to the relevant finance committees 
for comment at the same time as they were first sent to the 
school committee. All this is especially important where school 
budgets are concerned, not only because of their sheer size, but 
because, as you know, school committee votes on budgets are 
final and binding in Massachusetts. Personally, 1 have found the 
public discussion of budgets very helpful.

Although we do not have formally constituted parent-teacher 
associations on the Island, our schools are of such a size that 
parents hopefully feel welcome whenever they cross the thresh- 
old. At the recently scheduled parent-teacher ‘conferences, two 
schools reported that at least one parent of every single child 
came to the school; and at every single school, the attendance 
was higher than at the same time in 1969. I am presently 
gathering suggestions as to how we can increase the number 
of annual parent-teacher contacts, formal or informal, so that 
there is steady communication between the home and the 
school. 


A committee of teachers has been working for over a year on 
improving our ways of reporting on pupil progress. The letter 
grade system — A, B, C, etc. — lacks subtlety; it rewards the A 
student, it discourages almost everyone else, and it fails-utterly 
to communicate to a parent the area in which a child needs the 
parent’s help and/or concern. The strongest argument one 
hears is that society is competitive, therefore the school must be 
competitive too: my feeling is that, if this is a tenable position 
at all, it cannot hold water below, say, the tenth grade. I there- 
fore welcome the teachers’ attempts to make the reporting 
system less arbitrary and, in the lower grades, to move into a 
descriptive report card with more information on it than our 
present cards. It goes without saying, however, that any change 
in reporting procedures must be seen as part of the whole 
picture of parent-teacher communication. 


Our guidance services are strong, and will become stronger 
with the appointment of another counselor at the high school. 
We work closely with the Martha’s Vineyard Guidance Center, 
located in Edgartown, and it is hoped to formalize our relation- 
ship early in 1971: discussions are underway on the wording of 
a contract between the Center and the Union School Committee. 


Education, Mr. Chairman, begins with the first breath and 
ends with the cessation of consciousness. We are learning all 
the time; we are under various kinds of influences throughout 
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our lives; we modify our beliefs and habits as we grow older 
and — hopefully — wiser. (And only a small fraction of our 
education takes place within the public schools.) Both as a 
parent and as your superintendent, I am impressed with the 
fact that Edgartown, Oak Bluffs and Tisbury have had Kinder- 
gartens for some time, and I am fascinated by the demand for 
nursery schools. (To my knowledge, there are at least four in 
operation on the Island asI write, many of them with a waiting 
list.) During the last decade or so we have been learning the 
extent to which the infant’s ability to learn has been under- 
estimated: the first years of life are, educationally, the most 
important, and Sesame Street demonstrates this vividly. Asan 
experienced Kindergarten teacher put it to me, “they do in 
nursery school what we were trained to do in Kindergarten. | 
teach what I call pre-first grade.”” Early childhood education 
is an exciting field these days, unless one interprets recent 
research findings as a license to push! 


Technically, school committees are agents of the Common- 
wealth, locally elected. They are thus responsible, to some 
degree, for all education. I am glad to note the existence of a 
good adult education program and to report to you that we are 
beginning to plan some summer activities. The summer school, 
which ought to be self-supporting, is an exciting prospect: we 
cater to large and diverse population in July and August. 


You will note that I have said nothing so far about building 
needs, but we must not bury our heads in the sand. Every 
school building on the Island is splitting at the seams, except 
the West Tisbury School — and it is quite likely that the extra 
Space there will be used to establish a Kindergarten. It could be 
that we need to think again about our building needs, adding 
piecemeal to existing buildings or establishing a middle school; 
but you will be relieved to learn that I do not regard this as a 
priority for 1971. Perhaps we should consider the notion of re- 
gionalizing, K through 12, at some point, without making any 
other changes. From my point of view, the disadvantages of 
the present system are relatively minor: I report, in all, to 
eight committees rather than one, and the parents of tuition 
pupils from up-island are not represented in the running of the 
school their children attend as of right now; though I must add 
that the Tisbury School Committee has made a point of wel- 
coming up-island people to their meetings. I should not be 
surprised if, within the next few years, the pattern of State 
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support for education became such that regionalizing becomes 
inevitable. In the meantime, I generally find the autonomy 
of the various towns to be healthy rather than divisive. 


During the last four months, as I have got to know and love 
this Island, I have been kept fairly busy: fifty evening meetings, 
with occasional mornings beginning at 7:30 a.m.; sixty-six 
classroom observations, most of them too short; etc. There is 
no question in my mind, as there is none in yours, that there 
is need for some kind of assistance, but I should like to beg 
your indulgence and wait a little longer until 1 can make a more 
considered judgment as to where the need is greatest. In the 
meantime, I have been helped in many, many ways by all kinds 
of people, and the teachers have been kind, tolerant and patient. 
The principals have done their best to steer me on a judicious 
course, and it has usually been my fault when I have slipped 
from the chosen path. I am particularly grateful to Mr. Davis 
and Mr. Townsend for consenting to act for me in my absence 
and for their willingness to aid me in all kinds of ways without 
necessarily abetting. 


If I may end, as I began, on a personal note, I hope it is 
abundantly clear to you, Sir, how privileged this transplanted 
Englishman and his Minnesotan wife feel to be part of this 
community. There is one person, above all, whom I wish to 
thank for her help in easing me in, for her billing and typing 
skills, and above all for her ready smile: Mrs. Estelle Surprenant, 
my secretary. .

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Report of the Regional High School Principal

Dear Dr. Daube: 


Herewith is the report of the Martha’s Vineyard Regional 
High School for the calendar year 1970. 


In February, 1970, I attended the 54th Annual Convention 
of Secondary School Principals held in Washington, D. C. It 
was, to say the least, a memorable experience to be able to rub 
elbows with Senators and Congressmen, shake hands with 
Cabinet members and other Administration VIP’s as well as 
take conducted tours ranging from the inner-city schools to the 
White House. Sessions in collective bargaining, court decisions, 
curriculum, desegregation, educational statesmanship, environ- 
mental programs, drugs, et cetera, were all part of a week’s 
package. 


I was particularly impressed with a session entitled The 
Principal: Management Man of the Seventies. This session 
focused on a concept that superintendents have been talking 
about for some time and may have for more reality in public 
education than anyone, heretofore, dreamed — if the principal- 
ship being blueprinted by the National Association of Secondary 
School Principals Study Group appears on the scene. The 
study concedes that the extensive responsibilities of the 
secondary school principal of the 1970’s may be well beyond 
the physical capabilities of any one person. The study group 
views the principalship as a complex of functions, all overseen 
by one man or woman, who is given the proper authority and 
who stands accountable for what is achieved. As used in that 
context the word accountable is, | am sure, going to have far 
reaching affect in the public schools of the present decade; 
not only for principals, but for teachers as well. 


Probably the biggest concern of the year was the fall enroll- 
ment figure: a total registration of 446 students with ninety- 
six per cent of our classroom space occupied. In the absence of 
adequate space our master schedule was programmed to include 
an additional class period per day; the beginning of our school 
day advanced to 7:58 a. m~ the class period increased from 
forty-three to fifty minutes and each student required to register 
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for five subjects and physical education. I am happy to report 
that all of the above changes, programmed within an eight- 
period rotating schedule, have enhanced, considerably, the 
morale and enthusiasm of students and teachers. But we are 
not out of the woods yet! The need for additional space re- 
mains in sharp focus. Either additional classroom space must, 
in One form or another, be provided in the immediate future, 
or the educational opportunities of our students will of necessity 
require curtailment in such crucial areas as library, reading, art, 
music, industrial arts and cafeteria; and all of which constitute 
an important dimension to our total program. 


I am most grateful and appreciative for the valued and com- 
petent assistance rendered to the school by many of our parents 
who volunteer their services daily in our library, cafeteria, 
central office and music department. A deserving accolade is 
herewith tendered to Mrs. Richard Clark, Mrs. Sydney Harris, 
Mrs. Raul Madeiros, Mrs. Frederick Morgan, Mrs. Ernest Pachico, 
Mrs. Shirley Robinson, Mrs. Robert Rohr, Mrs. Douglas Stewart, 
and Mrs. Albert Sylvia. 


Our adult education program has expanded from one to two 
evening sessions per week with offerings in sixteen curricular 
areas comprising a total enrollment of 228. 


During the year 1970 we continued our efforts to improve 
our offerings to our student body. Although we are, relatively 
speaking, a small school, we are a good school. The increasing 
number and high percentage of our students seeking post 
graduate study is, I believe, pragmatic proof that our program 
has been and continues to be effective. Cool, expository prose 
cannot possibly convey the enthusiasm generated by our students 
and staff through the changes and activities of the past year. 
The intangibles are difficult to describe in writing. Herewithin, 
as reported by the various departments of the school, are some 
of the innovations and activities of the past year. 


BUSINESS EDUCATION: Business today has a place for 
people with many levels of competency. The Business Depart- 
ment is trying to accept each person as he is and take him as far 
as he can go. Thus, individual goals are substituted for group 
goals. In the various courses offered by the department this 
philosophy has become the objective and aim. 


During the past year the business students of the Class of 
1970 participated in a six-week work-experience program where- 
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by twice a week they worked with cooperating businesses as a 
culmination of their high school training program. 


Through field trips to several offices, including Acushnet 
Rubber Plant and the Fall sitting of Superior Court, business 
students continue to gain insight into the world of business. 


Presently, efforts are being made for the revision of the 
business curriculum which, upon completion, will aid students 
in adapting to changes in the everchanging business world. 


CORE PROGRAM: The Core Program continues to provide 
occupational education for between twelve and fifteen per cent 
of the student body. This form of education has been chosen 
by sixty-one students, thirty-six of whom are committed to 
on-the-job occupational training assignments. Those students 
not participating in work-experience are also enrolled in 
industrial arts where they are receiving training in the proper 
use of tools and in developing appropriate skills and attitudes. 


Several changes have been made in the program. Working 
students now alternate a full-week of work with a full-week of 
school. This arrangement is preferred by everyone over the 
half-day plan used previously. 


Communication skills, reading, social science, and mathe- 
matics continue to be the backbone courses of the program. 
Special emphasis is placed upon individualized instruction and 
small-group learning activities. Subject matter content is 
closely related in occupational training needs. 


Despite a record of growth and improvement, several chronic 
problems persist. A constant shortage of available classroom 
space limits the flexibility and scope of the program. Another 
chronic problem is the shortage of occupational training 
Opportunities for girls and for some boys with special pro- 
blems. This shortage discourages these youth who are eager 
to learn through the experience of work. This problem has 
been compounded this year by the recession in the economy. 


The success of the Core Program in filling an educational 
need is generally recognized by everyone concerned, and 
especially by the students involved. A large measure of credit 
for this success must go to the Core Advisory Committee 
and to the cooperating employers. These groups, along with 
the Core teachers, have provided the substance, interest, and 
patience to make this program succeed. 
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ENGLISH DEPARTMENT: The English Department has 
complemented the vigorous innovative pattern emerging within 
the high school with an extremely broad and intensive elective 
program of English courses. This elective program as well as the 
new rotating schedule are steps which have more than justified 
the margin of risk attending such sweeping institutional changes. 
Many are structural innovations which have become virtually 
indispensable especially as they provide a hitherto unknown 
freshness and spontaneity imperative to the life and learning 
which enjoin both student and teacher. 


Each quarter students are offered a set of options— including 
approximately twenty widely diverse courses in which basic 
skills are developed along with the cultivation of an intelligent, 
appreciative and critical response to a rich offering of literature. 
Prior to each quarter, the English Department prepares a 
brochure for the students describing the content and aims of the 
courses being offered. Then in pre-registration and registration 
briefings every student is given the opportunity for individual 
attention and guidance in the selection of courses through 
the availability of all members of the department. Each course 
lasts for one quarter and culminates in the student’s earning 
one and one-half points of credit. Asa result of this reorgani- 
zation the somewhat inhibiting labels: A, B, C, D or E in 
designating and catagorizing student’s abilities and degree of 
course difficulty have been totally abolished. | Moreover, 
student motivation has improved as educational goals have 
become more immediate. Since each course culminates at the 
end of each quarter the goals are always apparent — even from 
the beginning of each study. Among the host of courses being 
offered, the following cross-section suggests the relevance and 
diversity endemic to our curriculum: Shakespeare (two courses), 
Mass Media, Classics of Western Civilization, Self-Discovery in 
Modern Literature, Practical English, Advanced Composition, 
Creative Writing, Critical Analysis, Radio Broadcasting and 
Journalism. 


FOREIGN LANGUAGE DEPARTMENT: In organizing its 
curriculum the Foreign Language Department has maintained 
as its basic objectives the provision of cultural and linguistic 
foundations so that students may continue their studies in the 
future to the point of mastery. Individual differences in 
learning rate and talent for specific skills have been taken into 
account and provisions made for the student. 
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Presently the Foreign Language Department offers four years 
of both Spanish and French. The first two years of each 
language provide the student with the grammatical, cultural 
and linguistic foundations of the language. The third year is 
concerned primarily with the modern literature of the country 
and the fourth year is a historical and literary survey course. 


Planning and cooperation between foreign language teachers 
takes place at regular departmental meetings, thus helping the 
student acquire a deepening knowledge, understanding and 
appreciation of another people’s language and culture. 


GUIDANCE DEPARTMENT: The Guidance Department 
has had a very active year. The new high school program 
required individual scheduling at all grade levels. With the able 
assistance of the elementary guidance personnel the incoming 
freshmen were scheduled with but few conflicts. 


There has been an increase in the number of students and 
alumni taking College Entrance Examination Board (CEEB) 
tests. There were eight CEEB test dates during 1970: 154 
students participated in the Scholastic Aptitude Program, 75 in 
the Scholastic Achievement Program and 50 in the Preliminary 
Scholastic Aptitude Testing Program. Forty-two students 
participated in the National Merit Scholarship Qualifying Test. 
In the Spring of 1970 all freshmen, sophomores and juniors 
were given the Stanford Achievement Test. Individual intelli- 
gence testing was administered to ten students. There was also 
an increase in the number of students and alumni requesting 
transcripts and recommendations to be sent to schools and 
colleges; namely, 453 requests. 


The Guidance Department in cooperation with the adminis- 
tration and staff submitted a funding project request to the 
State Department of Education for the implementation of a 
course in Small Engine Repair. A grant of $2,500.00 was 
approved. 


Every Wednesday from February through May of last year 
twenty-eight seniors, college oriented and indicating a strong 
and sincere interest in education and/or social service worked 
as teacher aides in the three down-island elementary schools. 
The response received to this program from the principals, 
teachers and students involved was so positive that the pro- 
gram will again be offered in the new year. 
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During the Fall a special education program was instituted. 
The program was started on a tutorial basis with plans to 
develop it into a full-time program. 


In November the Guidance Department began a survey of 
the graduates of the classes of 1966 through 1970. A total 
of 423 questionnaires were mailed. The purpose of the survey 
was to assist in evaluating the educational program of the school. 


Individual parent and student interviews were increased. 
Parent conferences were again scheduled in the evening for the 
convenience of the working parent. 


A statistical breakdown of the eighty-eight graduates of the 
Class of 1970 is as follow:

HOME ECONOMICS DEPARTMENT: One of the most 
innovative programs in the high school can be observed in the 
Home Economics Department which in the past and for the 
most part catered to the needs of the terminal student — all 
girls — in such highly structured programs as cooking, sewing 
and family living. 


This past year has seen the inauguration of a new program 
offered to boys and girls alike from all grade levels and from all 
courses of study. Courses such as Foreign Gourmet Cooking, 
Fish and Game Cookery, Culinary Arts for Boys and Culinary 
Arts for Girls have all injected a renewed and invigorating 
interest in this highly important area. The courses, lasting 
nine weeks, provide adequate time and accommodation for a 
host of other courses in tailoring, sewing, designing, consumer 
research, home nursing and first aid. 


At this writing greater sophistication of these courses is 
contemplated in conjunction with other new and exciting course 
offerings. 


INDUSTRIAL ARTS DEPARTMENT: The Industrial Arts 
Department has begun rebuilding both its curriculum and its 
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physical facilities. Much work has been done in the develop- 
ment of new courses and materials to update and upgrade the 
previous program. Whereas the industrial arts program of the 
past catered only to the boys the present program caters to 
girls as well. This year a general shop pilot program was offered 
to any and all girls. The results were encouraging; to the point 
that two such courses will be required to meet anticipated 
enrollments by girls. Approximately two-thirds of the industrial 
arts program is geared to the needs of the pre-Core and Core 
students in the development of appropriate industrial skills and 
attitudes -- a time allotment which will increase in the coming 
year. 


Course offerings in industrial arts now include basic wood- 
working, metals, welding, automotive mechanics and small 
engine repair -- much of which will be incorporated in next 
years program as the industrial arts program is expanded to 
accommodate another instructor and new courses. 


LIBRARY AND AUDIO-VISUAL AIDS: The library is used 
in an active way this year with students coming from study 
halls as well as from regular classes. The average daily attendance 
for the first four months of school is slightly under 200 students 
per day. The circulation of printed material for this period is 
thirty-five items daily. 


Lessons in the use of library materials have been given to the 
entire freshman class through the needs of the English Depart- 
ment. 


Reference materials have circulated on an over-night basis 
and this procedure has proved worthwhile. Magazines have 
also been loaned on the same basis. Reserve shelves have been 
set up for various teachers when requested to eliminate a 
shortage of needed materials when an entire class is working 
on the same subject. 


Teachers are making use of all audio-visual equipment that we 
hold with particular emphasis on 16mm film and 35mm film- 
strip projectors. 


Three hundred books have been catalogued and added to the 
shelves. This figure includes new purchases as well as existing 
paper-backs that are being processed and treated like regular 
books and filed on the shelves with the regular collection. More 
new books have arrived and await processing; over 200 that will 
fill gaps in the basic reference and non-fiction collection. At 
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present the number of books accessioned in the library is 6,990. 


Students from the reading program classes have made good 
use of the study carrels for listening to cassette-learning tapes. 


MATHEMATICS DEPARTMENT: The Mathematics Depart- 
ment, after a careful study, came to the conclusion that because 
of the different mathematical abilities of each student, a 
curriculum revision was necessary. 


It was then decided that the following procedure should 
occur: that each incoming freshman be given an achievement 
test and the results would enable the Guidance and Mathematics 
Departments to better determine each student’s mathematical 
strengths and weaknesses. Each freshman was then placed ina 
mathematics course commensurate with his needs and abilities. 


The curriculum was devised so that if any student had been 
inadvertently misplaced he could change his mathematics course 
at any time during the school year. It has long been the 
conviction and contention of the Mathematics Department that 
the conscientious application of this screening process would do 
much toward alleviating the fear of mathematics harbored by 
many students as well as motivate the great majority of students 
with an affinity for mathematics to progress through the heir- 
archy of mathematics courses with greater interest and impetus. 


Under the program begun in 1970 the first two years of 
mathematics fulfill the basic requirements for both graduation 
and college entrance. The courses offered freshmen are Basic 
Mathematics I (two sections), Practical Algebra I and Modern 
Algebra I (two sections). Sophomores can elect Basic Mathe- 
matics II (two sections), Practical Algebra II and Modern 
Algebra II (two sections). Two sections of Plane Geometry are 
offered to qualified juniors while qualified seniors can elect 
either Review College Entrance Mathematics or Advanced 
Mathematics which includes the study of differential and 
integral calculus. 

MUSIC DEPARTMENT: The high school Music Department 
consists of the following performing groups: Chorus, Minne- 
singers, Madrigal Singers, Orchestra and Band. Each group 
acted as hosts for one or more off-island high school musical 
groups. 

The Chorus consists of 110 students and shared their Spring 
Concert with the Ponagansett High School of Ponagansett, 
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Rhode Island. The Minnesingers numbered forty-six with seven 
instrumentalists used as accompanists. The Madrigal Singers 
consisted of nineteen members selected from the Minnesingers 
and performed both on tour and before many local groups 
including a performance at the Congregational Church in West 
Tisbury before a capacity audience. The Orchestra numbered 
twenty-six and took part in an exchange with the Barnstable 
High School Orchestra. The Band, twenty-two members 
strong, performed in concert with the Seekonk High School 
Band who came to Martha’s Vineyard for the first leg of an 
exchange program. 


The Cape Cod Festival was held at Nauset High School this 
year and featured chorus, orchestra and band. Nineteen students 
from our high school made the audition: eight instrumentalists 
and eleven vocalists. 


The annual Minnesingers’ Tour consisted of performances at 
Seekonk High School, Ponagansett High School, Keene High 
School (N. H.), Westfield State College, and the Unitarian 
Universalist Church in Lynn. While on tour all students were 
housed by members of each school visited except in Lynn where 
they were lodged at a motel along with their chaperones, Mr. 
and Mrs. John Rogers who recorded the entire tour, Mrs. 
Stephanie Hugo who acted as accompanist, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Nute. The group also heard the Rhode Island Philharmonic 
in Providence and the Boston Pops Orchestra at Symphony Hall. 


Nine members of the Music Department auditioned this year 
for the Southeastern District try-outs held in Fall River. Five of 
these students were accepted. Two of those five students were 
also recommended for the Massachusetts All-State Audition. 


The newly organized Athletic-Music Boosters’ Club has 
purchased jackets for all members of the Band with Brickman’s 
of Vineyard Haven donating the trousers. Mrs. Richard Clark, 
President of the Boosters’ Club, is doing an excellent job as the 
first president of this newly formed organization. 


Music Theory is offered as an elective to all students in the 
high school. This year twelve students are enrolled in the course, 
five of whom are planning to either major or minor in music 
at the college level. 


The philosophy of the Music Department is to encourage 
all students who show an interest in music; to provide musical 
literature that is both appealing and challenging; and to provide 
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sufficient background for those students wishing to continue 
in music in higher education. 


PHYSICAL EDUCATION AND ATHLETICS: The program 
in Physical Education is designed to give a wide variety of ac- 
tivities so as to include many individual interests. The com- 
bination of rhythms, gymnastics, team, individual and dual sports 
provide a great appeal to a very wide segment of the student 
body. 


Physical education uniforms are required for class work. 
Both the boys’ and girls’ departments have received new uni- 
form-styles this year. The boys’ program has recently started a 
towel service which is not only self-supporting but also pays 
for soap and shampoo used by the students. 


Cognizant of the importance of physical fitness each physical 
education class for boys begins with a period of strength- 
building exercises utilizing a modern muscle builder known as 
the Exer-Genie. This has proven to be most popular. 


The spring program will be augmented by the addition of the 
two new tennis courts completed last fall. Both boys and girls 
will have full use of this facility. 


The interscholastic athletic program is serving approximately 
one-third of the student population. Boys compete in cross- 
country, football, basketball, baseball, track and field. Girls 
compete in field hockey, basketball and softball. 


Plans and practices are presently underway for the presenta- 
tion of a physical education demonstration during the spring 
of this year. 


A sincere thank you to Mr. Arthur Dixon of Vineyard Haven 
who in cooperation with his son, Robert, donated to the school 
a seven-man blocking sled which was sorely needed and greatly 
appreciated. Mr. Dixon was also instrumental in furnishing 
the track and field team with scholastic-sized, cement-filled 
discus and shot-put throwing circles. 


An accolade to Mr. Frank Follett, physical education instruc- 
tor of the down-island elementary schools, for his volunteer 
services in assisting the football coaches and players over the 
past two seasons. 


New to our coaching ranks this year is Mrs. Becky Renear, 
coach of our girls’ varsity and junior varsity basketball teams 
and Mr. Myles Boone, coach of our boys’ junior varsity basket- 
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ball team. Welcome aboard! 


READING DEPARTMENT: Six freshmen reading classes, 
comprising forty per cent of the freshmen class, meet under the 
instructorship of the reading specialist fifty minutes a day, 
four days a week. Another eighteen students, all sophomores, 
requested and received instruction in reading through the 
services of the part-time teacher of reading. 


The instruction is programmed, as nearly as possible, to meet 
individual needs. Perceptual skills are reinforced through the 
use of machines called Tachistoscopes and Controlled Readers. 
The program also develops word - analysis and study skills, and 
surveys eight literary forms. A phono-visual program utilizing 
tape-recorded lessons provides individualized instruction in 
reading. The proven growth in reading skills in these classes 
equips these students to be more successful in all areas of study. 


The students had an exhibit in the school lobby of their 
paintings and charcoal copies of the works of five impressionist- 
artists whose biographies they had studied as part of their 
instruction in reading. They also visited the Boston Museum 
of Fine Arts where they viewed the original works of the 
artists. This group unfortunately was housed and boarded at the 
Coonamessett Inn when upon returning to Woods Hole found 
all boats to the Island had been cancelled because of bad 
weather. Rumor had it that the students were praying for 
continued bad weather for the morrow! 


A comprehensive handbook has been completed by the 
Reading Specialist. It was written to provide information about 
the reading improvement classes and includes detailed descrip- 
tions of the student selection process, the course objectives, 
and the course content. An appendix contains reference 
materials including the sequential development of reading skills 
for kindergarten through grade twelve. 


The need for a second full-time reading teacher, preferably 
with elementary experience, is needed. There is also a great 
need for a developmental reading program that extends beyond 
the first two years of high school, and lastly the need for 
adequate space to house even our present reading program is 
visibly apparent. 


SCIENCE DEPARTMENT: The Biology 12 course for 
seniors has been expanded from one to two sections to meet 
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the need of additional students seeking an additional elective 
in the field of science. 


There was a four-day visitation by a group of students and 
teachers from Greenwich High School (Conn.) interested in 
marine biology and ecology. The Biology 12 classes and 
teachers served as hosts. The visit was an unqualified success 
with enthusiastic participation by adult members of the Island 
community. Mr. John Hughes, Director of the State Lobster 
Hatchery in Oak Bluffs, addressed the Greenwich visitors at a 
special morning assembly and later gave them a personally 
conducted tour of the hatchery. 


One student and one teacher were selected to attend a three- 
day Youth Conference on the Atom in Chicago during October. 
This included hearing lectures by outstanding scientists, and a 
visit to Argonne National Laboratories. The student and 
teacher were sponsored by the Cape and Vineyard Electric 
Company. 


The three classes for juniors taking Chemistry was continued 
for the second year in order to successfully meet the interest 
and demands of an increased enrollment. 


The Science Department has been operating since September 
with only three teachers instead of the previous four, although 
the Core Program does include science as taught by the Core 

teachers. 


Members of the Science Department are meeting regularly 
with other Island teachers, elementary and junior high, who 
also teach science. This will enable science teachers to under- 
stand the scope and depth of knowledge and skills already taught 
when the youngster arrives at the high school as well as gain 
insight into how far students at the secondary level are able to 
advance. The articulation and coordination of science teachers, 
K-12, cannot help but.result in a better and more coordinated 
science program. 


SOCIAL STUDIES DEPARTMENT: In 1970 the Social 
Studies Department completed the first of a required three-year 
cycle in updating the social studies curriculum. 


Dropped from the freshman curriculum was World Geography 
per se which was replaced with U. S. History, including the 
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history of Martha’s Vineyard and New England. World 
Geography is now taught for one semester in conjunction with 
Earth Science, grade nine. 


At the sophomore level World History has been replaced with 
World and American Cultures 10 which is a study of world 
civilizations including American social and cultural history from 
1865 to the present; emphasis is on the sociological, the ethnic, 
the religions, the music, the art and the literature of the times. 


At the junior level U. S. History has been replaced with 
World and American Cultures 11, which is a study of the 
history, theory and practice of economics. 


The senior social studies curriculum is divided into two 
semesters: first, the study of American History from 1865 to 
the present (to be replaced next year by a full year’s course 
in Political and Cultural U. S. History and Government) and 
secondly, American Government, local, state and federal. 


A ‘study was begun this fall to explore the feasibility of 
patterning the offerings in social studies after the present 
English program. In essence, social studies would be offered on 
a nongraded basis with the Social Studies Department offering 
as many as twenty mini-courses, each lasting one quarter, and to 
include seminars in advanced areas of study; the likes of which 
would highly complement independent study. The next school 
year will undoubtedly see many marked innovations in this 
crucial academic area. 


The senior social studies classes in American Government 
continue to sponsor informative assemblies geared to “bringing 
out the candidates and the issues” at the local, state and federal 
levels; all of which complement and continue to make relevant 
the realia of our Land and the lands around us. 


IN-SERVICE SEMINARS: Since September the principal 
and assistant principal have been conducting weekly in-service 
seminars for those teachers who are new to the high school, 
irrespective of their years of experience elsewhere. The program, 
to be continued in 1971, is intended to familiarize new teachers 
with, among other things, the school’s practices and procedures, 
philosophy and objectives, teaching methods and techniques and 
pupil personnel services. All sessions meet after school for one 
hour. 
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My appreciation is herewith extended to both you and the 
District Committee for the assistance, understanding, coop- 
eration and leadership tendered my office in all matters 
educational and professional. 


Lastly, the implications, directions and needed outcomes for 
the accomplishment of traditional tasks or those newly accentu- 
ated by change remain central to our purpose -- which is solely 
the education of our youth.

Dear Dr. Daube: 


Following is my report for the calendar year 1970. 


The Oak Bluffs School participated for twelve weeks, 
kindergarten through grade three, in a system-wide student- 
teacher training program with Wheelock College. This program, 
although somewhat different from our present program, left 
us with a feeling that there were areas which we would like 
to explore further. We are taking this year to evaluate and 
incorporate into our classrooms some of the philosophies which 
we found to be adaptable. 


We feel that this experience was highly profitable for both 
our teachers and our pupils — and that the student-teacher- 
training program has much to offer to our present school 
curriculum. We would like to continue such a program with 
other teacher-training schools. 


As an outgrowth of this experience, it becomes apparent 
that an added tutorial program would be beneficial for the 
children. In the primary areas of math and reading, which are 
leveled according to each child’s ability, it becomes evident that 
more individualized instruction is required. We are now looking 
for qualified’ volunteer help, willing to give about an hour of 
their time each day. 


In September a new mathematics program was adopted in the 
Island schools, kindergarten through grade six. Junior High 
classes were put into the McCormick-Mather program. Both 
programs are essentially the same in content as our previous 
math, but the approach is more suited to the individual needs of 
our students. There is less emphasis on the theoretical develop- 
ment and substantially more importance put on increasing 
computational skills. The teachers using the new math programs 
have reported to me that their pupils have adjusted favorably 
to the change in approach. 


Several programs were held in the school buildings this sum- 
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mer: Day Care occupied the entire primary building for eight 
weeks; Ithaca Players had the use of the gymnasium; and driver- 
training classes were held in the science room during July. 


To the teaching staff of the Oak Bluffs School I wish to ex- 
press my appreciation for their cooperation and team approach 
towards meeting the individual needs of our children. Our 
school continues to reflect the contributions of our former 
Assistant Superintendent, Harry Ryder. I am sincerely grateful 
for the many years of dedicated service that Mr. Downs, our 
retired superintendent, has rendered to the town of Oak Bluffs 
as a teacher, principal, and superintendent. His dedication and 
service to the community will long be remembered. To the 
School Committee I again offer my sincere thanks for their 
continued support in providing the best education possible for 
the children of our community. 


Finally, I wish to express my appreciation to you, Dr. Daube, 
for your guidance and assistance and your open-mindedness 
towards meeting the educational needs of the seventies.
